Soviet Concession

HAIFA 


Sailors of the freighter Nachshon, 
the first Israeli ship to visit a Russian 
port—Odessa—during the current 
citrus season, have confirmed that 15 
Russian Jews, aged over 60 and having 
relatives in Israel, have received exit 
permits to leave for the Jewish State. 

The sailors said on their ‘arrival here 
that they had gained the definite impres- 
sion that Russian Jews were willing to 
come to Israel, but they avoided saying 
too much to them about that subject. 
They merely Kept saying “ next year in 
Jerusalem.” 

They were able to move 
Odessa, the sailors added. During their 
eight-day stay in bitterly cold weather 
they visited the theatre and ballet. The 
ship on arrival was searched for four 
hours. and during the entire visit was 
guarded by three Soviet soldiers. The 
crew's belongings were also searched

100,000 TONS OF SOVIET 
OIL FOR ISRAEL 


Moscow Agreement 


Moscow 


Israel will buy 100,000 tons of 
Soviet fuel oil under a contract signed 
here on Tuesday. 

The agreement also gives Isracl an 
option to buy a further 100,000 tons ol 
fuel oil in three months and provides it 
with a new oil source despite the Jewish 
Siate’s inability to ship oil through the 
Suez Canal because of Egypt's blockade. 

The oil will be shipped from Odessa 


The cost of the oil will partly be 
halanced by Soviet puchases of 20,000 
tons of Isracli oranges, some of which 


reached Moscow last week. 

Dr. Zev Argaman,. Economic Counse!- 
lor of the Israclhi Foreign Ministry, who 
has been negotiating in Moscow for the 
past two months, signed the oil pact 
He said thae Israel had also agreed in 
principle to buy Soviet crude oil, but the 
quantity and price had not yet been 
settled. 

\ special trade envoy was expected to 
come to Moscow to discuss this question. 


and negotiations were also proceeding 
for the sale of Israeli citrus oils and 
purchases of Soviet timber 

Dr. Argaman said ‘his talks. beeun 
shorily after the resumption of diplo- 
matic relations, bad been very satisfac- 
tory and gave reason to believe that 


there would be a further growth of trade 
between the’ Seviet Union and Isracl.

TURKISH-ISRAELI TRADE

ISTANBUL 
A new trade protocol has been signed 
here as an annex to the payments 
agreement concluded between Turkey 
and Israel in July, 1950. It increases 
the credit volume between the two 
countries from $840,000 to $1,500,000. 
The new arrangement was necessitated 
by the large-scale development of 
Turkish-Israch trade relations in _ recent 
months. It was found that the previous 
credit arrangements were insufficient to 
meet current requirements. 


U.S.A. Negotiating Separate Aid Agreements

WASHINGTON 


Mainly because of Arab opposition, United States foreign policy 
and defence strategists have reluctantly come to the conclusion that there 
is no hope of arranging a Middle East defence pact, it is reported here. 
As a result, the United States Government is said to have decided to 
strengthen the security of the region by negotiating separate military aid 
agreements with interested Governments. 

The object of the American authorities is to build a “defence 
shield” against a possible Soviet attack on the Middle Eastern oilfields. 
Talks are reported to be already taking place with Iraq, Saudi Arabia, 
and Pakistan on the question of military aid. 


DIRECT TALKS PLEA 
REJECTED 


Jordan Reply to U.N.

Jordan is believed to have rejected 
Israel's request for direct high-level 
talks on the current berder tension. 

The Jordan Government's reply was 
received on Monday by Mr. Dag Ham- 
marskjocld, the U.N. Secretary-General, 
but the coments of the communication 
have not yet been made public. According 
io reports from Amman, however. Jordan 
has suggested that talks be held under 
Articke XI of the Armistice Agreement. 
that is within the framework of the Israeli- 


Jordan Mixed Armistice Commission. 
lit will be recalled that Israel invoked 
Article XII of the Agreement. which 


makes provision for a cOnference of repre- 
semiatives of the two parties for the pur- 
pose of reviewing, revising. or suspending 
any of the clauses of the Agrcement.] 

The official view here is that the Jordan 
communicatien is an indirect rejection of 
Israel's demand, since the Commission can 
discuss gnly specific incidents and viola- 
uons of the truce arrangements 

Mr. Hammarskjoeld, who has. discussed 
Jordan's reply with Israeli. and» Arab 
delegates here. is reported .o hold the view 
that the Jordan communication is “ not 
definitive” and that efforts should be 
made to secure more positive tesults.§ It 
is not unlikely that he will send a furthe: 
message to Amman pressing for direct 
high-level talks.

Small quantities of 
military supplies have already been 
sent to Saudi Arabia. 


Indian Opposition 


The negotiations with Pakistan are 
likely to be protracted because of India’s 
objections to the arming of that country. 


Egypt. it is understood, would also 
oppose such a development. It fears 
that a strong Pakistan might replace 


Egypt as the leader of the Moslem world. 

The United States, it is reported, is 
also contemplating an increase in arms 
shipments to Persia, which already has 
a mililary aid agreement with the U.S.A. 
Unul recently, American officials had 
delayed any move to send arms to the 
Middle East until key Governments had 
agreed to join the Western. Powers in a 
Middle East defence pact, 

There are no immediate plans to pro- 
vide military aid to Israel, . Egypt. 
Lebanon, or Syria. .These countries are 
noi in the immediate path of any possible 
Russian invasion of the area and. there- 
fore, American officials are paying less 
attention to their needs for the moment.

DUTCH PACT

AMSTERDAM 

The 100-year-old covenant, con- 
cluded between the Ashkenazi and 
the Portuguese congregations in Hol- 
land in 1853, has been renewed for 
another 100 years. 

In this covenant the two congregations 
recognise each other's existence, define 
who should be a member of the 
Ashkenazi and who of the Portuguese 
congregations, and wunderiake not to 
accept as members persons who should 
be a member of the sister congregation. 

As the Portuguese congregation has 
now dwindled to some 800 members 
(Ashkenazi wives included), the practice 
was introduced after the war that 
Ashkenazi husbands of Portuguese 
women could also join the Portuguese 


community This practice has now 
received a legal character. 
Regret has been expressed in some 


quarters that the 


Portuguese congrega- 
tion has so far 


refused to respond to 
the imvitation of the Ashkenazi com- 
munity to co-ordinate their activities 
more effectively tn the. political, ‘religious, 
and cultural fields.

MEMORIAL 


Agreement with Yad V’Shem

Paris 

The esfimated $400.000 still 
required for the erection of the Paris 
Memorial to’ the Unknown Jewish 
Martyr will be provided by Yad 
V’Shem, the Israeli governmental insti- 
tution recently set up to. perpetuate 
the memory of the 6,000,000 Jews 
killed in the Second World War, it ts 
announced here. 

Under the terms of an agrteement 
signed last week in Jerusalem between 
Professor B. Dinur, the Israel Minister 
of Education, and M. Isaac Schneersohn, 
President of the French Centre de Docu- 
mentation Juive Contemporaine, who are 
respectively in charge of Yad V Shem 
and the Paris memorial project, there 
will be complete co-operation im future 
between the two enterprises. 

Yad V’Shem will probably receive from 
the Jewish Claims Conference the major 
part of the $400,000 it has promised to 
the promoters of the Paris monument. 
Yad V’Shem has undertaken to pay an 
initial $150,000 by March |, after which 
date the Paris memorial committee wily 
desisi from its own fund-raising cgin- 
paign.

PROTECTION OF MINORITIES: U.N. TALKS

The Ill-member U.N. Sub-commis- 
sion on the Prevention of Discrimina- 
tion and Protection of Minorities, a 
branch of the Human Rights Com- 
mission, began a four-week conference 
here on Monday to work out a 
practical programme of developing 
minority rights, especially in the field 
of education. It will also study the 
question of discrimination in employ- 
ment. 

The Sub-commission has resisted 
efforts to narrow the scope of its work 
and has adopted a. 15-point agenda 


proposed by the United States delegates. 
Justice Philip Halpern. 

An important: item on the Sub-com- 
mission’s agenda is a special resolution 


adopted by the General Assembly 
authorising the extension of technical 
assistance to Governments which may 
require legal or administrative advice in 
removing discriminatory practices through 
legal measures. Since existing technical 
assisiance funds are not available for 
this purpose, the U.N. Secretary-General 
has been authorised to use funds from 
the working capital account to finance 
such consultative measures, 

The Indian representative has sub- 
mitted a report to the Sub-commission, 
which is presided over by Mr. Max 
Sorensen (Denmark), calling for measures 
on a world-wide basis. Based on a study 
of national constitutions, the report notes 
that while three out four contain 
provisions calculated to prevent or com- 
bat discrimination, few make discrimina- 


tion in education illegal. A majority of the 


constitutions demand respect for cultural 
minorities, while 20 States guarantee the 


right of education to all inhabitants. But 
not in all cases does the actual position 
correspond fully with legal requirements, 

Another important problem likely to 
be raised is the extent to which minority 
rights should be extended to immigrants. 
Replies received from Governments to a 
U.N. questionnaire show that most 
countries are very sensitive on this issue. 

Another item on the agenda provides 
for an investigation into measures taken 
by Governments to prevent incitement 
to violence and discrimination against 
minorities. 

Jewish non-governmental organisations 
having consultative status with the 
United Nations are well represented at 
the conference. The British delegate, 
Professor Richard Hiscocks has appealed 
to the non-governmental groups to co- 
operate with the Sub-commission. 
said ihcSe organisations were 
greatest hope for impartial information.”

The question of mem- 
bership of individuals not affilated to 
any party, and the affiliation of local 
groups which accept the Zionist pro- 
gramme, will be decided by a majority 
vote of the local territorial union. But

DISCIPLINE IN HEBREW CLASSES 
Criticism at Teachers’ Conference 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The Chief Rabbi was among those 
who spoke at a one-day conference 
of teachers, headmasters, and super- 
intendents convened by the London 
Board of Jewish Religious Education 
at Woburn House, London, on 
Monday. 

Dr. L. V. Snowman (Chairman of the 
Education Committee of the Board), who 
presided over the morning session, 
declared: “It is no exaggeration to say 
that in his [the teacher's] hands lies the 
future of the Anglo-Jewish community.” 
It was the teacher's supreme task to 
make his pupils full Jews in every sense 
of the word. What was wanted to achieve 
this was not so much increased scholar- 
ship aS a correct pedagogical approach. 
Therefore they considered it advisable 
this year to devote the teachers’ con- 
ference not to academic subjects, but to 
ihe practical theme of class manage- 
ment. It was true that they had among 
the Board's 350 teachers many sincere and 
efficient men and women. But they also 
had a large number of teachers who. 
although they might have Jewish kaow- 
ledge. had no_ practical teaching 
experience. Perhaps the most grievous 
fault of all was the failure to preserve 
discipline im class. 


Teaching Jewish Religion 


Dr. Fishman, the Director of 
Education, gave an address on “ Class 
Discipline and lis Relation to Method.” 

Dr. Fishman stressed the vital impor- 
tance of the Hebrew education given tn 
this country being intrinsically bound up 
with the teaching of the Jewish religion. 

Addresses were given by Mr. I. Gruen- 
baum, on “ The Principles and Methods 


of Teaching Reading in the Hebrew 
Classes.” and by Rabbi |. Baksit, on 


“The Teaching of Chumash.” 
During the discussion, opened by Mr. 


S. Rosen, Rabbi Dr. S. M. Lehrman 
said *° we should say to the 
parents, “We will do as much as we 
can. But you cannot put all. your 


responsibilities upon our shoulders © in 
the few hours we teach.’ ” 

The Rev. Sidney Gold said that it was 
false economy to cut down the number 
of practical text-books. 

Ai the luncheon Mr. Alfred Woolf. 
J.P. (Chairman of the London Board). 
who presided, said that many of them 


had followed the series of articles in 
THe Jewish Curonicie on “ The Per- 
sistent Questioner.”” Speaking for him- 
self, he was grateful to THe Jewisu 
Curonicie for having reminded them 
that they had been given the wherewithal! 
io think. To live like ostriches with 
their heads buried in the sand and to 
let the world drift by in an atmosphere 
of apathy and indifference could only 
be regarded as a prelude to decadence. 
But the problems dealt with in this 
series of articles and letters provided the 
Hebrew teachers with yet another task. 
Questions must be asked with sympathy, 
love, and a genuine desire for know- 
ledge, and answers musi be provided with 
patience and understanding. 

Miss B. J. Barwell (President of the 
National Union of Hebrew Teachers) 
responded for the teachers 


Lighting and Heating 
The afternoon session, which was pre- 


sided over by Mr. H. J. Phillips. M.B.E. 
(Hon. Secretary of the London Board), 


opened with an address by Mr. S&S. 
Rosslyn on “Class. Management and 
Discipline.” 


Satisfactory lighting and heating of 
classrooms, he said. was a factor often 
forgotten when discussing the matter of 
discipline in a classroom. 

Speaking in the discussion, Dr. S. 
Fundaminsky (Education Officer to the 
London Board) said the teacher must 
himself believe in the things which he 
taught and must love his profession and 
enjoy his work. 

The Chief Rabbi said that if they 
were’ to judge Jewish education by. the 
adult population of their community, 
there whs much room for improvement 
in the instruction which they gave to 
their young. On the other hand. he was 
not one who was prepared {to jorm in the 
hue and cry of denigration of their 
Hebrew classes in the Metropolhs. He 
thought that their teachers were, under 
most trying conditions—to which refer- 
ence had been made—doing an excellent 
job 

Rabbi Brodie stressed that the aims of 
Jewish education in this country were 
definitely religious and moral 

A Hebrew session was held in the 
evening. The Chairman was Dr. L 
Fishman, the lecturer Rabbi S. Sperber, 
and the subsect “ The Teaching of the 
Prayers.

General Secre- 
iary of the Poale Zion: Cllr, Smith, 
Labour League of Youth; Mr. D. Silk, 
Federation of Zionist Youth; Mr. A, 
Eger, Hechalutz; and Mr. Shlomo Levy, 
the retirmg emissary from Israel to the 
Y.P.Z.. who said that the primary task 
of the movement here was to promote the 
welding of Anglo-Jewry into a national 
political unit behind Israel.

Over 200 senior members attended 
the Habonim brennial conterence. held 
at Barnston Dale Camp, Wirral,

The conference was also the occasion 
for the official opening of the celebra- 
tions of the 25th anniversary of Habonim., 

[he report of the Executive was pre- 
sented by Mr. F. Kahn, who outhned 
the work of the movement, its acMeve- 
ments, and’tts problems during the past 
two years. Since the beginning of 1952 
ever 90 members had gone on altya to 
kibbuizim of Habonim in Isracl, after 
training in this country. he stated. Of 
these, about. 60 formed the vanguard of 


a new settlement group, which is at 
present undergoing further (training in 
Isracl. 


A strong plea was made at the con- 
ference that the movement should be 
fully aware of the community within 
which it worked and that every effort 
should he made. to make ihe work and 
achievements of Habonim more widely 
known to the community, and also to 
increase membership, thereby helping to 
halt the present assimilatory trends 
within Jewish youth. 


Educational Programme 


In the session on Habonim and Israel 
the conference reaffirmed that. personal 
aliva must be the basis of Zionst work 
in the country and that the movements 
educational programme should continue 
Lo he directed towards aliva and 
chalutziut. 

Ihe hachshara session laid stress on 
agricultural training in the galut as an 
essential preliminary to chalutzic altya. 

The public session of the conference 
was attended by a large contingent of 
parents and fricnds from Liverpool. The

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE ACCENT 


Let my people go that they may 
serve me. 


HE struggle for freedom is 

as old as humanity. In truth, 

the entire story of civilisation 
could be told in terms of a ceaseless 
fight for liberation—of the mind, of 
conscience, of the economically 
depressed masses, of the politically 
subjugated minorities. It is a 
glorious battle; its heroes are 
legion; its victories signpost the 
whole course of man’s advance- 
ment, heralding each new stage of 
progress, 

Zangwill once said: “Since the 
Exodus, Freedom has always spoken 
with a Hebrew accent.” The aphorism 
sparkles with more’ than wit; it 
reflects an undemiable truth. The story 
of the Exodus has exercised a dynamic 
influence on the development of the 
Western World. It has moulded the 
hearts of men and women, wherever 
the Scriptures are read, to a heroic 
biblical pattern It has fired their 
souls with unauenchable faith in 
God's liberating Providence. It has 
shaped history by teaching nations to 
think and speak in Hebraic terms, to 
act on Hebrew principles. 


UNH APPILY, Zangwill’s dictum 

requires some qualification. The 
Hebrew accent is not readily acquired, 
All too often the fighters for freedom 
did not capture its higher overtones 
Our text provides the key to the prob- 


lem. The cry “Let my people go — 
was reiterated with easy facility by 
every suppressed group But the 


latter half of the tmmmortal verse 
the crowning glory and safeguard of 
liberty—-mankind repeatedly failed to 
utter Or even to understand 

Ihe accent in freedom is not on the 
bursting of the shackles of bondage : 
the most benighted savage prefers 
personal liberty to serfdom. True 
freedom is a higher ideal; it is a 
concept of life which postulates that 
all men shall be free in a world of 
equal opportunity and undivided jus- 
tice. It has a religious base; it is 
inspired by faith and is dedicated to 
God. Libertarian ideals resting 
on secular, materialistic. concepts 
invariably come to grief. 

Moses was not only the first to link 


the idea of freedom with the service 


of God: he went further—he made 
youth the spearhead of the new ideal. 
“We will go with our young and 
with our old "The Lawgiver 
made freedom the couse of vouth. He 
realised, as few before him o1 since, 
that for a great Spiritual cause men 
will strive. and if need be, die. Ideals 


IN FREEDOM 


are not, as little men imagine, foolish 


pipe-dreams ; they are Divine sources 
of power. The recurring calamities 
that have befallen mankind can be 


largely, if not wholly. traced to the 
loss of the sense of idealism The 
victory of freedom in one generation 


frequently turns to bitter defeat in 
the next because youth is denied a 
worth-while banner to rally their 


latent spiritual forces. 


"THAT is the danger confronting the 

present-day descendants of the 
Exodus generation. The first phase of 
Zionism with its clearly defined aim 
to establish a Jewish State was under- 
Standable to all. It echoed the old 
clarion-call: “Let my people go.” 
Hitlerism lent wings and power to the 
national aim. With the creation of 
the State of Isracl a new stage in 
Zionism has been reached. It calls 
for idealism, endeavour. and sacrifice 
in no less measure than before. but 
directed towards different goals it 
demands a revaluation of former 
values, which shall reveal the new 
cause for youth's heroism.

but on “that they may serve Me.”

Obituary 
RABBI E. DESSLER 


In a tribute to Rabbi L. Eliyahu 
Dessler. head of the Poniviez Yeshiva, 
Bnei Brag, who died last week in Te! 
Aviv at the age of 63, Rabbi |. Jakopo- 
virs, Chief Rabbi of Ere, writes: 
“The death of Rabbi Dessler will 
evoke the deepest personal gricl among 
his innumerable disciples who are now 
dispersed in many parts of the world. 
A scholar and thinker of the first rank, 
he combined the finest attributes of 
dynamic leadership with a character of 
rare nobility and an inieliect of excep- 
tional penetration and originality. For 
vears during the war he travelled every 
week from Chesham to North and 
North-West London, Letchworth, Man- 
chester, and Gateshead to conduct 
‘cgulal study groups, often preparing his 
fascinating and profoundly thoughiful 
talks in the berth of a railway siecping- 
carriage. All who came under the spell 
of hes ethical and philosophical prescnia- 
tion of Judaism will cherish his teachings 
as among the most formative influences 
upon their outlook religious 
onentation. 

But bis magnum opus was the cluster 
of um@gue educational insiiutions at 
Gateshead, which were all inspired by 
ms boundless energy and masterly 
planning. and which have restored to 
England an intensity of Jewish religious 
revival and creativeness never before 
known im these isles, or indeed in the 
Western world, since the Spanish and 
Franco-German Golden Age of Jewish 
life. The future historian of Anglo-Jewry 
may well accord to Rabbi Dessler pride 
of place among its most powerful and 
distinguished religious pioneers’ posi- 
ton comparable in some respects to that 
occupied in Eastern Europe by Rabbi 
Israc! Salanter—his close relative in hlood 
and thoughi—and in Germany bv Rabbi

JULIAN TUWIM 
Poland’s Leading Poet 


The death of Julian Tuwim, the leading 
poet of Poland, occurred at Zakopane, 
4 mountain resort in Southern Poland, 
last week, at the age of 59. 

Tuwim was the Poet Laureate of the 
Polish Communist régime, but had. 
many years before the war, gained the 
reputation of being the most outstanding 
impressionist poet and writer nthe 
country. He was born in Lodz, of a 
family of Jewish intellectuals. 

His achievement of the position of 
national poet of Poland was something 
no Polish Jew had done before him. 
Though completely assimilated, he never 
denied his Jewish origin, and during the 
war years composed a poem called the 
“Polish Jew.” which became famous 
wherever Polish Jews lived, and is today 
a standard work recited in Jewish schools 
in Poland 

He was a fearless fighter for freedom 
and a champion of the cause of peace. 
and brought upon himself the wrath of 
the pre-war semi-fascsst Government in 
Poland—Ahat of Colonel Beck and his 
associates 

Tuwim was a great admirer of Russian 
literature and his translations of Pushkin 
are classics in European Iiterature.

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AIDING VICTIMS OF NAZISM 


Council’s Appeal to Irso 


By a Special Correspondent 


Within the neat few days a most 
important conference will take p.ace 
in New York, which is expected to 
decide whether certain victims of 
Nazism scattered all over the world 
will continue to struggle for the rest 
of their days on their pittances or be 
given the opportunity of improving 
their present unhappy position. 

The mecting will be of the Executive 
Commitice of the Jewish Restitubon 
Successor Organisation (Irso), which is 
duc to make a final decision on the 
demand of the Council of Jews from 
Germany for a 20 per cent share of the 
funds secured by Irso. 

The Council, whose President is Rabbi 
Dr. Leo Bacck represenis the 
German Jews who escaped from Nazi 
persecution about 190.000 arc in the 
United States. 70.000 in Israel, 35,000 in 


Jewish refugees from Germany and their 
claims to relief from tIrso funds, the 
Executive Committee of Irso, which its 
largely controlled by American members, 
has hitherto insisted that available funds 
he used in the “ greatest arcas of need,” 
presumably Isracl. Yet in a pamphiet 
issued two years ago, “ Reflections on 
Restitution,” Irso admitted that “ the 
need among the elderly immigrants in the 
United States, England, and Isracl 1s 
great because their means and their 
strength are exhausted. They require 
auick help and welfare assistance, as do 
also the Jews who are sull in Germany,

received during the dark days of the 
Nazi régime. the survivors of Gérman 
Jewry agreed that the bulk of the funds 
acquired by the successor organisation 
he ‘used for the benefit. of Isracl. ht 
did not occur to them at the tme that 
their own justified claims for social and 
cultural grants would not be recognised. 

The Council of Jews. from Germany, a 
non-profit-making organisation run by 
voluniary workers—tt has no admunistra- 
uve expenses, no budget. and no funds 

maintains that it should be given 20 
per cent of trso funds for urgent social 
schemes. The average age of the Ger- 
man refugee population is between ‘40 


and 60. and many of these people lost 


during the Hitler era.

ANGLO-EGYPTIAN 
TALKS 


Israel’s Position 
By a Diplomatic Correspondent 


A curious situation has arisen as a 
result of the injection of an Israeli 
angle into the problem of the Anglo- 
Egyptian negotiations and not a little 
misunderstanding has ensued. 

When the talks on the evacuation of 
the Suez Canal Zone were reopened 
recently in Cairo, the Israeli Govern- 
ment took the opportunity to indicate 
that it hoped that safeguards would be 
included in any agreement which might 
be signed which would cover Israel 
against possible Egyptian aggression and 
ensure the freedom of shipping 1m _ the 
Canal. At the same time the group of 
so-called Conservative rebels, led by 
Captain Waterhouse and Mr. Julian 
Amery. pressed for a policy of no sur- 
render in Egypt and supported its case 
by pointing to the potential threat to 
Israc! if British troops were withdrawn. 


Bevan’s Meeting with Naguib 


This led Mr. Aneurin Bevan to tell 
General Naguib, when. he Saw him in 
Cairo last week, that oppostiion to the 
signing of an agreement came from cer- 
tain Conservatives who were interested 
in the defence of Israel. Advocates of 
the Anglo-Egyptian negotiations, both 
among Government supporters and in 
the Labour Party. drew the conclusion 
that the dissident Conservative opposiiion 
was inspired by the Israeli Government. 
While it remains true that the Israclis 
are naturally anxious that nothing should 
be mcluded in an agreement which could 
prejudice their safety, they have never 
made any: attempt to place obstacles in 
the way of an agreement between Britain 
and Egvpt. In fact. an Istaeh Govern- 
ment spokesman has just emphasised 
that his country has consistently taken the 
view, from the start of the talks. that 
it favours a frendly settlement ‘of the 
Angio-Egyptian dispute on the grounds 
that a freely negotiated agreement would 
be in the wider interests of the pacifica- 
ion of the Middle East as a whole. 
‘It ts, however, sull mmpossible to say 
whether and in what form .a new Anglo- 
Egyptian treaty will eventually be estab- 
lished. In addition to the complications 
which have all along dogged the negotia- 
tors, there is now a growing feeling in 
Egypt in favour of neutralism—i.ec., no 
entanglement with the Western Powers 

which is apparently being actively 
encouraged from Moscew and finds its 
repercussions farther East in the strong 
opposition of India to the suggestion 
that Pakistan should receive arms from 


the U.S.A.

Many others are sick people who have 
to rely on. public. assistance or relief 
supplied by their more fortunate fellow- 
refugees. But the Council maintains that 
these people should not be dependent on 
chariy: that they are entiled to funds 
which Irso has promised to distribute 
among those in the “ greatest arcas of 
need.” 

The Council also’ wishes to establish 
loan. depariments for menrbers on -a 
non-profit-making basis. social centres. 
and memorial hbraries, and to maugurate 
research projects. on the history of 
German Jewry. But all these schemes 
have been pigeon-holed because of lack 
of funds. 


Blame for Jewish Tragedy 


The case for German Jewry was put 
cloquently two years ago by Rabbi Baeck 
in one of his frequent appeals to. Irso. 


He said: “ What happens today to one 
group of Jews, tomorrow happens ito 
others. Everyone takes a share in the 


Jewish tragedy. We speak today of heir- 
less property; but as long as there are 
people, offspring of thase who built up 
the assets here involved, .we cannot 
really speak of heirless property. One 
ought to be afraid of creating a possible 
precedemt. Someone one day might say 
that it was ‘permissible to confiscate 
Jewish property—-Jews . themselves. have 
done the same.” 

Many of the needy Jews from Germany 
now live in this country. and the Council 
hopes that the representative Anglo- 
Jewish organisations will, even at this laie 
Silage, exert pressure on Irso so that the 


remnants of the once great German 
Jewish commyinitics may ‘receive fair 
treatment. 

In the British Zone the successor 


organisation, the Jewish Trust Corpora- 
tion, has recognised the claims of 
German Jewry. and the Council will 
receive a certain percentage of funds 
from heirless and unclaimed Jewish 
property. But because the majority of 
such property was in the American Zone 
the funds to be received by the Council 
from the Trust Corporation will not be 
large. It is only with a share of the 
funds received from Irso, and from the 
Jewish Claims Conference, which is to 
receive certain reparations funds from 
Germany, that the Council can hope to 
give adequate assistance to the survivors 
of Hulerism.

DO not know of any Anglo- 

Jewish writer of fiction who is 

avowedly inspired by Judaism. 
Many distinguished writers are 
champions, in their work, of 
Protestant or Catholic Christianity. 
Their religion is not isolated from 
their writing. It is a lens through 
which they see the whole of life, 
which creates for them the particu- 
lar vision of life which is each 
artist's reason for his work. It poses 
for them the problems which they 
set out as writers to solve. Why ts 
there a gap between Jewish writers 
and their ancestral faith ? 


Lack of Inspiration ? 
A principal reason, I believe, is the 


lack of inspiration that the religion 
provides ; not in its teaching, in its 


essence, but in its official forms of 
practice. | know of one Jewish 
novelist who belongs to a_ Liberal 


congregation. and of others who are 
faithful to Judaism as a persona! or 
a domestic religion. None of them, 
to mv knowledge, can find in the 
official synagogue the things that a 
seeks im his place of worship: 
exaltation of spirit, illumination of 
purpose, the sense of genuine com- 
munmon with God. The Christian 
writer who seeks a philosophy, a way 
of seeing his religion and the life of 
his times with a single vision, can turn 
to a rich literature of apologetics 
which is constantly growimeg and 
which, ts frequently brilliant and 
Stimulating. The creative philosophers 
of Judaism today are few, and are 
mostly regarded as heretical by the 
Orthodox. The Christian writer is 
surrounded by a Christian public who 
Share his vision of life. Nothing 
unites all Jews but the common fear 
of persecution. Thejr preoccupations 
are mainly material. Their religious 
practice is mechanical. What problems 
of spirit and conscience docs the 
Jewish writer have in common with 
them all, that he can examine in their 
company, as Graham Greene can 
with a great communion of his 
fellow-C atholics ? 


A Paradox 


Yet there is a paradox in the 
Situation. For without Judaism the 
term “Angio-Jewish writing’. is 
meaningless. A number of writers in 
this country are _of Jewish  burth. 


What have they in common? They 
come from different backgrounds. 
They have different preoccupations,

interest in Jewish affairs. One writer 
may be dominated by the conscious- 
ness that he is an Englishman, 
another by the thought that he ts a 


citizen of the world, another by a 
political creed. The Jewish writer 
may be an atheist: he may be 


atiracted by another religion, or have 
his own personal religion. Is there 
any justification for mentally group- 
ing these writers together merely 
because they are of Jewish birth? 1 
know of only one thing that almost 
all of them have in common: funda- 
mentally they all have the same 
humanist values; and these values, 
surely, are the mark: which their 
religion has left upon them, even if 
they have turned their backs on it. 
It is scarcely possible for a writer to 
be the descendant of people who for 
centuries have fulfilled, in the face of 
appalling sufferings, the mission of 
keeping alive the most austere and 
lofty vision of God that man has yet 
attained. without something of that 
vision persisting inside him. God as 
a principle ; justice as the essence of 
God, to be striven for among men: 
the struggle to attain the godly state 
here on earth, not in an after-life ; the 
supreme importance attached to good 
works among men ; the celebration of 
man’s wonderful potentiahties, not in 
the conceit of modern materialist 
humanism, but in. humility: these 
seem to me to be the essence of that 
religion, and its great gift to us all. 
Not a common racial consciousness 
but common inherited values dis- 
tinguish the work of Jewish writers. 


Always Tell the Truth 


If the Jewish writer wishes to be 
true to these values. a first duty 
imposes itself on him: always to tell 
the truth. He must show truthfully 
what “ makes people tick.” The more 
man understands of himself, the ‘more 
tolerant he is, the nearer to enlighten- 
ment. The novelist’s social task 1s to 
illuminate human nature. It is at this 
point that the Jewish writer comes 
into conflict with many = Jewish 
readers. Arthur Miller, the American 
author of the play “ Death of a Sales- 
and the novel Focus,” 
declared some time ago that he would 
never again introduce Jewish 
characters into his work. His reason 
was that the Jewish public expects its 
writers to act as public relations 
officers instead of as truthful artists. 
Every Jewish character ts expected by 
some Jews to be perfect ; or at least lov- 
able, whimsical, philosophical, and the 
possessor of all the other comfortable 
character-clichés. The Jewish writer, 
in fact, is supposed to be honest about 
his non-Jews and a propagandist 
about his Jews.

Jewish Book Week, which has 
become an annual event in Angtio- 
Jewry, is being held this year from 
January 9 to January 15, under the 
auspices of the Jewish Book 
Council, On this and the following 
four pages, we print a number of 
articles in honour of the occasion, 
dealing with different aspects of 
the Jewish contribution to literature. 


I do not propose to.deal with the 
practical disadvantages of writing 
untruthful propaganda except to say 
that in the long run it does not pay. 
It is more important to answer these 
critics on the plane of principle. A 
Jewish writer is committing an act of 
treason against his Jewishness, his 
Jewish values, if he does not deal 
justly and truthfully with all his 
characters If, through erroneous 
considerations of “tact” or expe- 
diencyv. he shrinks from showing his 
Jewish characters, like his” other 
characters, as creatures of good and 
evil, he is denying the equality and 
brotherhood of all humanity, the very 
things which he as a Jew needs to 
emphasise. Moreover, the more he is 
concerned with Judaism, the more 
love and anguish he feels for his own 
people, the more he will wish to 
criticise their failings, to heip to diag- 
nose and cure their moral sicknesses. 


Example of the Prophets 


Alter all, he has before him the 
example of the Prophets. He recalls, 
too. that Dickens. who loved his 
fellow-countrymen, exposed _ their 
faults vigorously precisely because he 
had their welfare at heart. If Dickens 
could poke fun at the good ladies 
whose idea of charity was to do all 
manner of foolish things in aid of 
Borrioboola-Gha, must a Jewish 
writer be called an antisemite when 
(for instance) he laughs at the good 
ladies whose idea of charity is to out- 
mink and out-jewel all their rivals at 
a Park Lane charity ball? 

The Jewish reader who is a good 
Jew has the right to make only one 
demand of Jewish writers: that they 
be honest writers.

there is a 
Standing. 

Of the books of the last ten years 
~-the theme of Jewish Book Week, 
1954—I would give the first place to 
“The Jews: Their History, Culture. 
and Religion.” These 35 essays, edited 
by Louis Finkelstein, constitute. within 
certain limitations, “ ai. effective sum- 
mary of all that is known about 
Judaism and the Jews.” Next, the 
civilisation of Polish Jewry—a part of 
the Jewish inherjtance—as mirrored 
in the tales of Perez, comes lovingly 
to life in Maurice Samuel's “ Prince 
of the Ghetto.” Yet, when all is said, 
only Hebrew literature “spans the 
vastness of Jewish history in time and 
space.” Simon Halkin’s “ Modern 
Hebrew Literature: Trends and 
Values,” in English, is the most illu- 
minating appraisal. Nahum Glatzer’s 
“ Franz Rosenzweig: His Life and 
Thought’ describes heroism of an 
unusual order and gives a rethinking 
of Jewish tradition. Finally, one of 
the most profound religious writers 
of our time has made known to the 
modern world the spiritual meaning 
of Chassidism. Martin Buber’s 
“Tales of the Hasidim” may prove 
for many the way of return. 

This world of Jewish books exists 
through the encouragement of those 
who bring them into being. Much of 
American Jewish literature owes its 
life to the Jewish Publication Society 
—a public body representative of all 
shades of thought. During the last 
two decades, where would modern 
Hebrew literature have bee» without 
the Mosad Bialik, the Mecad Ray 
Kook, and the vision and massive 
munificence of that great man, Zal- 
man Schocken? Anglo-Jewish litera- 
ture needs similar encouragement. It 
awaits the Jewish Publication Society 
of England.

Among the biographies, 
Bentwich’s study of Schechter, Paul 
Goodman's life of Moses Montefiore, 
and Alex Bein’s portrayal of Herzl 
are outstanding. .“ Memoirs of My 
People Through a Thousand Years.” 
edited by Leo Schwarz. is a gallery of 
60 self-portraits.

REASURES, which are other- 

wise inaccessible to the 
general public, are now being 
shown by the Department of 
Oriental Printed Books and Manu- 
scripts, in the King’s Library of the 
British Museum. For us the main 
interest is in the Jewish section. 
The material is well presented and 
the items selected are well chosen. 
The printed books on view belong 
to the earliest products of the printing 
press, and they are thus of high 
quality, but, for all that, they cannot 
vie with the books that were not 
machine-made and whose every letter 
was shaped by the hand of.a scribe 
who was, more often than not, a gifted 
artist. The majority of the exhibits 
are hand-written books. After all, 
they were the books through the ages 


—while printing was only invented 
five short centuries ago. 
Aesthetic Aspect 
The exhibition stresses the 


esthetic aspect. Even without expert 
knowledge of medieval art we can 
enjoy those illuminations which con- 
sist of pictures. And in those which 
are purely ornamental! the time factor 
does not count at all. The exquisite 
pen-work and wonderful patterns and 
designs strike home as if they had 
been done today. with the gold and 
colours freshly laid on. There is proof 
of this in the fact that the poster 
announcing the exhibition is framed 
with a design taken from one of the 
Jewish exhibits: a border on which 
the. medieval artist had lavished 
intense and loving care. This poster, 
by the way, serves for the whole of 


the exhibition, not for the Jewish 
section only. 
The restriction imposed by con- 


siderations of space did not make it 
possible to put on show specimens of 
yet another type of manuscript for an 
appreciation of which no initiation ‘is 


required, I am thinking of the large 
number of unilluminated codices, 
where the artistry is inherent in the 
letter forms and whose splendour ts 
the lettered page itself. This, too, 's 
of direct appeal to us all. A page, for 
instance. of one of the magnificent 
thirteenth-fourteenth-century Ash- 
kenazic Bible manuscripts can make 
the beholder wax lyrical. 

To most of us, Hebrew letters mean 
the forms they have in our books and 
in the cursive script we employ for 
writing. The present exhibition brings 
home to us that these forms are not 
the only ones. Here we have in front 
of our eves a rich variety of very 
different shapes—and even these 
represent only a fraction of the many 
types to be found in the manuscript 
collections of the British Museum and 
elsewhere in the great libraries of the 
world. Historically, the type-face to 
which we are accustomed is derived 
from the Sefardic script. Originally, 
however, each of the three groups 
where Hebrew printing started, cut 
the type-faces according to their own 
script—Ashkenazic, Italian, Sefardic 
—and only later did the first two 
disappear, for external, not typo- 
graphical or esthetic reasons. 


Manuscript Writing 


At the same time, the existence, 
throughout the centuries, of so great 
a variety of script groups nakes us 
realise that the writing of a manu- 
script from Baghdad, for example ts 
as little Sefardic as that of one from 
Persia, Italy, or the Yemen—in other 
words, the Ashkenazim and Sefar- 
dim are only two out of a consideiable 
number of Jewish groups. 

Among the exhibits are some not 
written in the Hebrew language but in 
other Jewish tongues. Such manu- 
scripts are in no way exceptional. 
They form an appreciable part of all 
the manuscripts that were written in 
Hebrew characters, and the British 


Museum contains 
a good number of 
such, including 


works in the Old 
Yiddish language. 

One exhibit is 
not an original but 
the facsimile of a 
manuscript — that 
of the Isaiah cave- 
scroll. To include 
it was a very good 
idea. It has been 
placed next to a 
famous ninth-cen- 
tury. codex, evi- 
dently in order to 
give the viewer a 
chance of compar- 
ing the two books 
as to general ap- 
pearance, measure- 
ments of columns, 
size and shape of 
the letters, etc, By 
trying to read first 


the Isaiah cave- 
manuscript and 
then the other, 
even a layman 


should be able to 
see how great is 
the gulf separating 
them in time.

The _ exhibition 
containsnoexample 
of the first script of

owns no document 
of that kind, i.e., written on skins or 
papyrus. None was known to exist 
until the caves recently gave us a few 
fragments. But a direct descendant of 
that script, the Samaritan writing, 1s 
represented here by a_ fourteenth- 
century copy of the Pentateuch. By 
that time. the forms of the letters had 
developed as far away from. the

LONDON’S LIBRARIES OF JEWISH INTEREST 


E have no London Jewish 

library comparable, in 

the strictly limited sphere 
of Judaica, to the great century- 
old London Library in St. James’s 
Square. 

Ihe vast majority of. its -over 
half-a-million volumes are serious 
works, assembled with a view to assist- 
ing professional writers and scholars 
in their activities. The library has a 
comfortable reading-room which 
readers may consult the “ Jewish 
Encyclopedia “ and the five volumes 
published to date of the “ Hebrew 
Encyclopedia (Jerusalem, 1949-52) 

the latter presented by Mr. Harry 
Sacher. The London Library has a 
wide range of books of Jewish interest, 
including the Soncino Talmud and 
Midrash. 


Jews’ College Library 


Our mnearest approach to a 
London Jewish Library” is Jews’ 
College Library (approximately 50.000 
volumes), in Woburn House. It may 
not be generally known that the 
library may be used for reference pur- 
poses by any “ fit and proper person.” 
Permission to borrow books direct, 
however, 18 restricted to the staff and 
students of the College and to uni- 
versity teaching staff. Indirectly. books 
in the College library unobtainable 
elsewhere may be borrowed by any 
public library ticket-holder through the 
National Central Library 

Jews College Library ts primarily a 
library of Jewish theology. Its collec- 
tion of works of Jewish theological 
interest IS, ONe imagines, unrivalled in 
this country. . Even the mere dilettante 
of Judaism, however, can probably 
“get more” out. of Jews’ College 
Library than out of any cther. Its 
collection of Hebrew dictionaries 
(including Ben Yehuda’s. and Masie’s 
Latin-English-Hebrew Dictionary of 


Medicine and Allied Sciences), its 
encyclopedias (Jewish Fneyclopedia 
Encyclopedia Judaica : Jiidisches Lexi- 
kon; Hebrew. Encyclopedia): its 
bound volumes of the “ Jewish 
Quarterly Review.” Hebrew Union 


College Annual, Ha-shiloach, Ha- 


tekufah, Leshonenu : its “J.C.” files:

its duplicated and triplicated volumes 
of the “ classics” of Jiidische Wissen- 
schaft—all these constitute only a 
fraction of the good things on. its 
open-access shelves.

Encyclopedia, the Jewish Memorial 
Council Library has the Jewish 
Encyclopedia, the Hebrew Encyclo- 


pedja, the Soncino Talmud and Mid- 
rash, and a good collection of modern 
Hebrew classics, which. however. are 


for reference. only. English- 
language books on. Judaica may be 
borrowed by suitably recommended 


persons. The library is unsatisfactoril) 
housed. To get to it one has to pass 
through the Council's offices. to the 
disturbance of the officials working 
there. There are no Yiddish texts. 
For Yiddish texts one must still go 
to the East End of London. The 
Jewish Institute Library (Adler House. 
Adler Street, E.1) has some 1.200 
Yiddish volumes, as well as some 500 
in Hebrew and about 1,000 “ Angio- 
Judaica.” Members of the United 
Synagogue or persons guaranteed by 
members may borrow free of charge 
two books for a fortnight. The library 
is open from 1 to 5 p.m. daily, except 
Fridays and Saturdays. This is the 
only library, incidentally. in which | 
have seen the first (and only 2) four 
volumes of the Yiddish Aleemevn 
Entsiklopedie (Paris, 1934-39)}—even 
the British Museum. has only the 
prospectus-volume, 


Yiddish in Stepney 


A short walk from Adler Street 
brings one to the Whitechapel branch 
of the Stepney public libraries. which. 
too, has a good collection of Yiddish 
volumes. Unfortunately, the staff have 
had to fight a losing battle. Most of 
the volumes are dog-eared and/or 
mutilated, and the author's name. title 
of the book, or volume number (if one 
of a “ set”) on the spine is usually 
indecipherable. A similar state of 
affairs prevails among the Hebrew 


volumes (about 500) and the books in 
English on Jewish matters (900) 
Altogether, it must be confessed that 
a Visit to this library, once a centre of 
London Jewry’s intellectual life, is now 
a depressing experience. Many books 
have “disappeared” and have not 
been replaced, and in the reference 
library even the “ Jewish Year Book ” 
is now supplied “on application 
only. The stately volumes of Ha-teku- 
fah, which before the war the present 
writer used to bear home in triumph 
from the lending library, and in which 
he first experienced the thrill of 
chernichovsky’s “ Bar Kochba.”” are 
now imprisoned in the reference library 
and can be liberated only “on appli- 
cation.” The Jewish Encyclopedia. 


Soncino Talmud (no Midrash), and 
“ Ha-shiloach,” are all “ behind the 
counter.” 
In Westminster 

The situation in Westminster's 
Central Public Library is happier. The 
Jewish Agency's Department of 
Education and Culture have, with 
admirable initiative, presented the 
library (next door to the Garrick 


Theatre, in Charing Cross Road) with 
a representative collection of modern 
Hebrew books. (But why is Tcherni- 
chovsky represented only by his short 
stories, davke ? Why nothing at all by 
Yaakov Cohen? These deficiencies 
can be easily remedied. 

The. City of Westminster's main 
reference library (St. Martin’s Street, 
near the Leicester Square Theatre) has 
the Jewish Encyclopedia and Soncino 
Talmud and Midrash—the Soncino 
volumes on application only, unfor- 
tunately, The Guildhall Reference 
Library (Basinghall Street. E.C.2). has 
the Universal Jewish Encyclopedia on 
the open shelves ; the Jewish Encyclo- 
pedia is in a bay which is unlocked on 
request. The Guildhall Library also 
has the Soncino Talmud and Midrash. 
but the Talmud has “several parts 
missing. 

Most boroughs in the Greater 
London area have the Jewish Encyclo- 
pedia on open access in their central 
reference libraries. Stoke Newington 
also has the “Universal” on open 
access, and St. Marylebone and 


‘a month for an 


excellent reference !rbraries. 


Kensington, in addition to the * J.E.” 
on the open shelves, have the Sonciny 
lalmud on application. Finchley and 
Ilford, with large Jewish populations, 
have none of these “core” volumes. 
The British Museum Library is the 
only “ public © library known to me to 
have all these volumes on the open 
shelves (the “J.E.” and Sencino are 
not in the Reading Room, by the way. 
but in the Oriental Students’ Room), 
A.“ semi-public ” library with a strong 
Judaica section, including the “J.B.” 
and Soncino Talmud on open access 
and Soncino Midrash on application, 
is Dr, Williams's Library, 14 Gordon 
Square, W.C.2. Suitably guaranteed 
persons may use it for reference free, 
and may borrow up to three books for 

ordinary annual 
subscription of one guinea. ! 

The Liberal Jewish Synagogue and 
the West London Synagogue have 
The West 
London Synagogue has the Soncino 
Talmud and Midrash and several sets 
of the “J.B.” It also guards a com- 
plete file of the “ J.C.”-—-believed to. be 
the only one extant—-for the Jewish 
Historical Society, It may be consulted 
on application to the Secretary of the 
synagogue. 

Hampstead Garden Suburb Syna- 
gogue has a nucleus of more than a 
hundred volumes, at present in mint 
condition—I understand they were ali 
purchased comparatively — recently. 
They include the “J.E..” Soncino 
Talmud and Midrash, “ Otsar Yisrael” 
("An Encyclopedia on All Matters 
Concerning Jews and Judaism in 
Hebrew,” 10 vols., 2nd ed.,: Berlin- 
Vienna, 1924) and some of those 
enormous rabbinical tomes which 
require a strong arm to lift them, an 
easy familiarity with Rashi script to 
read them. and an “iron head” to 
understand them. While I imagine it 
is unlikely that there will be many 
members of the Hampstead Garden 
Suburb Synagogue who will be able to 
“chew and digest” these volumes, it 
seems a pity that no “ library period ” 
has been fixed during which members 
may taste the more easily digestible 
English volumes. 

Every constituent synagogue of the 
United Synagogue should have a small 
Jewish library. It should be open to 
the public for at least one period of 
three hours weekly, in the evening or 
on a Sunday, when public libraries are 
closed.

Histor 


An enlarged illustrated edition has 
been published of Cecil Roths “A 
Short History of the Jewish People ~ 
(East and West Library). What will 
certainly remain an authoritative work 
is * The Final Solution.” by Gerald 
Reitlinger (Vallentine, Mitchell), a 
carefully documented account of the 
Nazi atiempt to exterminate the Jews 
of Europe during the years 1939-1945. 
A happier aspect of this theme is 
“The Rescue and Achievement of 
Refugee Scholars.” by Norman Bent- 
wich (Martinus Nijhoff. The Hague), 
which records the story of displaced 
scholars and scientists from 1933 to 
1952. Although published in Holland, 
this book has been written by an 
Anglo-Jewish leader in the work of 
rescue that was djrected from London. 

Ihe Anglo-Israel Association has 
published “ The State of Israel.” an 
informative series of lectures delivered 
before that body by Isaiah Berlin and 
other eminent authorities. the Arab 
background to Zionism is described 
in the revised and enlarged edition of 
“Seven Fallen Pillars. by Jon 
Kimeche (Secker & Warburg). Jewish 
nationalism has made its influence felt 
on many of cultural life, 
including, for example, music and art. 
The various elements of Jewish music 
find skilled interpreter in The 


Music of the Jews: An Historical 
Appreciation.” by Aron Marko Roth- 


miller (Vallentine, Mitchell).* An 
interesting nmumismatic study is 
“ History in Coins,” by A. 


Reifenberg (East and West Library). 

As regards biography and memoirs, 
there have been a number of books 
of incidental Jewish interest. The 
posthumous works of Simone Weil, 
which have been published by Rout- 
ledge & Kegan Paul, reveal the spiritual 
Odyssey of a questing soul who found 
comfort neither in the synagogue nor 
the church. Another perplexed 
searcher after spiritual truth was 
Franz Kafka. concerning whom two 
important works have appeared: 
“Conversations with Kafka.” by 
Gustav Janouch, with an introduction 
by Max Brod (Verschoyie), and 
“Franz Kafka: Letters to Milena” 
(Secker & Warburg). The Jewish 
background of another unorthodox 
thinker receives notice in “ Sigmund 


Freud: Life and Work. Vol. tl. The 
Young Freud.” by Ernest Jones 
(Hogarth Press). “ Harold Laski,” by

LITERATURE 


By A. SHAANAN 


T ts not easy to review in this 

short article last year’s achieve- 

ments of Hebrew literature in 
Israel. One is compelled to pass 
over not only some young writers 
who made their literary début last 
year, but also some of the well- 
known older writers, like Agnon, 
whom many regard as the greatest 
Hebrew novelist of our day. In 
general, it can be said that in the 
work of the younger generation of 
writers discussed in this article a 
definite improvement in standard 
can be discerned. There is a move 
away from journalism” in the 
direction of absolute literary values. 
During the war of liberation the 
young writers produced crude 
stories about the war and its fight- 
ing men. Today there are marked 
signs of a more balanced approach, 
and attempts are being made to 
tackle events in a realistic and 
artistic manner. During the past 
year, for the first time, the Ministry 
of Education distributed prizes for 
literature. Prizes were given to H. 
Hazaz for his tetralogy, “ Yatsh”; 
and to the veteran Hebrew poet, 
Jacob Cohen, for his poem, “ The 
Phoenix.” 


The Yemenites 


Long before his latest work, Hazaz 
had impressed us with his novels of 
Yemenite Jews both in and outside 
Israc!. In Yaish”™” we are taken to 
the Jewish quarters in Yemen itself. 


‘The plight of. the Jew, his faith and 


his wav of life, are revealed in the 
hero. Yaish. although a lonely boy, 
is not a rebel: in his heart lives the 
strong faith of his forefathers, and he 
feels the redeeming impact of forces 
from above. His weaknesses are 
redeemed by his pure and simple 
belief in the possibility of escaping 
from the drab reality of life, the belief 
in a man’s ability to purify himself 
and to ascend to a higher reality. 
True, the idea of the novel itself is 


not original. Yet the special social 
and ethnical atmosphere. the exact 
description of the local colouring, the 
simplicity and naturalness of the 
psychological development, the perfect 
skill in reviving the specific Yemenite 
dialect, all these ure features decisive 
for the valuation of the novel. For 


the time being, Hazaz is unique in 
this region of modern Hebrew litera- 
ture. Some will find fault with the 
extreme naturalism of his” writings, 
but nobody can deny that this 
naturalism suits the local character 
very well and describes it perfectly. 


Classical Poetry 


Jacob Cohen's Pheenix”’ belongs 
to a different field of literary creation. 
lt is a poem written in classical stvle. 
and is en enthusiastic hymn to the 
Jewish people which has renewed its 
youth after times of suffering and 
disaster. The language is picturesque 
and musical, as in most other works 
of the poet. 

Among the older generation of 
Hebrew literature mention must be 
made of the volume of collected love 
stories by Yehuda Burla. who is the 
representative of Setardi Jewry in 
modern Hebrew literature and who 
depicts different types of the Levantine 
Jew. In this volume the women play 
the main part. He describes the 
Oriental setting they live in and the 
suffering they have to endure because 
of it. Burla uses the special Oriental 
torm of the Makama—the rhymed 
narrative which medieval Hebrew 
literature had inherited from - the 
Arabs. 

To review the most recent literary 
production its a delicate task. The 
names of most of the writers are not 


new. Moshe Shamir became well 
known by his controversial book 
about the life of the members of 


Palmach, * He Walked in the Fields.” 
At the same time, Yigal Mossinson 
has won a reputation by his play, “In 
the Steppes of the Negev.” Although 
both works stirred public opinion in 
Israel deeply, their real literary vatue 
should not be overrated. Since then. 
however, both writers have gone far. 


Shamir produced, among other books, 
“ By His Own Hands.” a biographical 
study of a typical voung Israeli, one 
of -the first fighters in the war of 
liberation. Written without any exces- 
Sive literary. aspirations, this work 
attains an exceptionally high level 
Last vear a new collection of short 
stories by Shamir appeared under the 
title “ Women Wait Outside.” Shamu 
also published a few chapters of an 
historical novel of the time of the 
Second Temple. ft seems from them 


that the young writer has begun on 
a new: and very promising path: he 
deals with the historical materia! 
serious|\ and shows remarkable 
mastery of the Mishna stvle which 
he uses for the description of the 
period. 

Ihe way of Mossinson is quite 
different. He uses lighter material 


and seeks effects which do not alwavs 
contorm to the best artistic taste 
Ebullient naturalism and eroticism are 
sometimes to be found also in the 
works of Shamir: but in Moss:nson’s 
stories they are often the main features 

a fact which. to some degree. 
explains the fact that nearly all his 
books are best-sellers. Mossinson cer- 
tainly knows how to weave a fascina- 
ting plot. but this is not enough: he 
should try to get rid of cheap effects. 
Last year appeared his novel. “ The 
Wavy of a Man.” He deals here with 
his favourite subject: the life of the 
kibbutz in the period of interna! 
struggle. the rebellion of the members 
against kibbutz discipline. and the 
problem of the attitude towards the 
Revisionist “underground” groups 
The background comprises—-as_ in 
most of Mossinson’s stories—love and 
erotic aberrations. Undoubtedly. the 
work of this novelist has some features 
which are characteristic of the manner 
of the voungest Hebrew writer genera- 
ton. 


Reporting Style 


This kind of story often shows 
a pronounced journalistic tendency. 
because modern life in Israel is full 
of dramatic events which lend them- 
selves tO easy reporting. It also 
seems that the manner of Hemingway 
attracted many of our voungest 
writers ; and this influence had some 
undesirable consequences, especially

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ART OF HEBREW LETTERING

HE large attendances at the 
recent Alphabet Exhibition 
and at the British Museum 
Exhibition of Hebrew and Oriental 
Manuscripts, show the keen interest 
which is now taken in the history of 
writing, or, in its more forbidding 
term, in the science of palzo- 
graphy. Apart from the general 
trends of our times, there is an 
added interest in Hebrew lettering 
on account of the establishment of 
the State of Israel and its manifold 
requirements which have suddenly 
emerged, from postage stamps to 
monumental lettering on national 
memorials. In addition, much 
interest. in the ancient art of 
Hebrew lettering has been aroused 
through the finds of the Dead Sea 
manuscripts in the last few years. 
Work of the Scribe 
It may sound obvious, yet it must 
be pointed out that part of a book's 
success depends on the shape of letters, 
whether it is the poster advertising it, 
the bookjacket. or the type of the 
book itself. The rabbis of the Talmud 
thought so highly of the art of writing 
that it was suggested that the script 
and the writing implement were 
among the last-minute acts of creation 
at sunset on the eve of the first 
Sabbath of the world. God himself is 
spoken of as the great scribe and 
iluminator who was found, when 
visited by Moses, adorning the letters 
of the Torah. Nothing but the perfect 
lettering and tav-out (Aetivah Temi- 
mah) was fit ior the perteet lorah 
(Torah Temimah). The greatest names 
in our history since Moses have been 
associated with the practice of the art 
of the scribe: Ezra, who-opened the 
age ‘of the scribes :- Rabbi Meir. who 
could write a Megilla without a 
Saadvah Gaon (d. 94>) who 
was in his spare time a poet, chazan, 
and scribe ; Maimonides, who 
crowned his labours for the Jewish 
Law by preparing a model Scrol! of 
the law, an example which was 
followed by Menahem Meirj (d. 1306). 
who wrote, apart from his monu- 
mental commentary on the Talmud. a 
guidebook for the scribe, .Kirvath 


Sefer. Among the great men nearer 
to our times the Vilna Gaon. who 


wrote as a worthy 


scribe a commen- 
lary on the 


gaonic tractate of the 
scribes. Massechet Soterim, ought to 
he mentioned. 


[he Hebrew writing as we know it 


today should be described as 
Ashurit (variously interpreted as © of 
Assyria” or straight writing) and ts 
divided into two main branches, the 
sacred and the standard script or type. 
The sacred script (as used in the 
writing of scrolls, phylacteries, and 
mezzuzot) has not undergone any basic 
change since Talmudic days, though 
even in them certain local variations 
are noticeable, so evident in the com- 
parison of specimens from the Yemen, 
Germany, and Spain. One charac- 
teristic point, however, fairly 
generally adhered to by Torah-scribes 
in the proportion of lettering. wiz., the

Strange as rt may seem, 
certain letters have a tendency to 
stage a come-back in the present-da\ 
lettering in Israel. In the character of

would describe our writing as 
Libunah. or similar to bricks.

From a more practical angle. there 
is need to focus attention during 
Book Week on the importance of 
Hebrew iettering. even if only for the 
production of a datly prayer-book for 
home and schoo! in which the Hebrew 
print is easily legible.

IZIK MANGER belongs today 

to the rapidly diminishing galaxy 

ot Yiddish writers whose powers 
Of poetic imagination and creative 
genius have brought them fame-*in 
Jewish literature. His new volume* 
contains the author’s work in verse 
between 1920 and 1950. That 
period comprises nearly all of his 
mature. and creative .years. 

Many of the songs and ballads 
were written when Manger was a 
wandering minstrel on the Continent 
after he leit his native Rumania. and 
went on a tour through other Jewish 
communities. staving for a long time 
in Poland, where he sang the praise 
and giory of pre-war Polish Jewry. 
Shortly before the war he left Poland 
for France. and after the downfall of 
France came to live in England. 1n 
1950 he settled in the U.S.A. 

Although the book is published in 
the United States, much of its contents 
was written in England. where Manger 
had lived throughout the war and for 
several years after. | well remember 
lizik Manger in London during the 
war years, and have often seen him, 
a frat, delicate figure sitting over a 
book. by Milton, Browning. or 
Cowper, reading and absorbing their

They all stand 
around a mountain of ashes of burnt 
Jews destroved by the Nazis, and one 
of them, in lines reminding us of the 
lyric and dramatic qualities of Bialik 
declares: * Rabotai, let us al] declare 
that God Almighty, great and fear- 
lul as He is, must be removed from 
the congregation of true lovers of 
Israel.” 

Poetry, says Manger, on the last of 
the 500 pages of this volume. is the 
most beautiful and noble of all the 
arts.

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THE MAKING OF THE BOOK 


By J. BENDAVID 


E are so used to books 

nowadays that—just as we 

sometimes cannot see the 
wood for the trees—we cannot see 
the books for the literature. Yet 
there are times when we pause a 
little to wonder how a book comes 
about ; how did books begin at all ; 
did they develop from anything, 
and, if so, what; what did our 
remote ancestors do about * books,” 
especially before printing was 
invented ; particularly, as far as we 
Jews are concerned, how did we 
come to be described the 
“People of the Book™ before (we 
assume) books as we know them 
were produced ? 

Recent research and inquiry. and 
the newest discoveries in the archzo- 
logical field, have helped us consider- 
ably in the answering of these and 
similar questions, and we are in a 
position now to trace comprehen- 
sively the course of human action 
which has resulted in the present-day 
easy production of unceasing millions 
of volumes. The beginnings are, 
however, still mysterious, for we 
cannot put our finger on the precise 
moment in history when man dis- 
covered how to write—and it is on 
“writing” in its several forms that 
the ultimate production of the book 
depends. 


Late Development 


Even our present knowledge of man 
in any detail is limited to an absurdly 
short period of time in a comparative 
sense. As Dr. David Diringer writes 
in his latest work, “The Hand- 
Produced Book (Hutchinson's Scien- 
tihe and Technical Publications, 60s.): 
“ The modern anthropologist regards 
the human race as having had prob- 
ably a miulhon years existence on this 
earth Of this million vears. only a 
small fraction—the last five thousand 
vears or so—are recorded in an\ 
contemporary form.” And it iw well 
within that five thousand vears (if one 
excepts the far older Palwolithic cave 
paintings of Altamira. Lascaux, etc., 
which might have had a symbolic 
meaning) that any proof exists of 
mans ability to convey messages or 
compose’ records in any torm that 
resembles writing. 

Dr. Dirtnger has delved: far 
into the historical 
brought together an 
ol- authoritative material on . the 
subject. He has made his terms of 
reference exceedingly wide. and per- 
haps he was wise to do so. ~ Books” 
to him mean not only the written or 
printed word on collations of leather.

Writing obviously preceded the 
book, and although, as the author 
faithfully records, there have been 
scores of systems of writing devised 
in all parts of the world by numerous 
people. the writing that matters to the

bulk of the civilised world today had 
its origins in Mesopotamia. True 
writing, as distinct from the primitive 
symbols of communication that 
depended for their imterpretation on 
the memory of the messenger bearing 
them, began with picture-writing, 
under which the symbols would mean 
the same thing to all those in the 
tribe or nation who saw them. The 
pictorial symbols gradually became 
formalised and conventionalised, until 
finally “ alphabets ” emerged, in which 
the outlines only very remotely 
resembled, if at all, the original 
pictographs. 

The book evolved through a long 
process which depended equally on 
the development of the alphabet and 
of the materials on which the writing 
was placed. Wood, metal, and stone 
cumbersome, 
although ‘plain wooden tablets were 
used in Egypt (probably the true 
birthplace of the book when papyrus 
rolls came into use) and in Greece 
before the fifth century B.c.c. Wooden 
“ books” were used by the Romans, 
a series of wax-coated wooden tablets 
being fastened together at the edge 
with thread or wire. Almost every 
suitable material was pressed into use 
as time went on: leaves, skins, leacher, 
linen, papyrus, until invention further 
improved on nature. There was a 
transition from leather to parchment 
(and its finer equivalent, vellum), and, 
most important of all, from papyrus. 
etc., to paper. 


Seroll« of Skins 


Although paper has, 
and purposes, become the dominant 
material for books. vellum and parch 
ment are still used for specially impor- 
tant or artistic creations. And no 
people has maintained a longer or 
more consistent employment of skins 
for writing than the Jews, for. as we 
know, the Scrolls of the Law are to 
this day never permitted to be written 
otherwise than on rolls of specially 
prepared skins for religious use. And 
the lesser Books, which are comprised 
in the term mevillot, by their very 
description remind us of the ancrent 
torm of the “book.” as the Hebrew 
word megilla means roll.” 

Semitic usages. therefore, have an 
important bearing on the transmission 
of the book to our age, and not least 
in that. most significant field. the 
growth of the alphabet.. Dr. Diringe: 
wrote an earhier book. 
Alphabet.” in which he traced its 
development from the earliest times, 
and he recently prepared the catalogue 
(price 2s. 6d.) for an. “ Alphabet 
Exhibition.” sponsored and arranged 
by Staples Press. The exhibition cata- 
logue summarised the earler book, 
but it also contains a fascinating 
diagram, “The Tree of Alphabets,” 
which shows graphically how the 
alphabet most of the world relies on 
today had tts roots in the Proto- 
Semitic symbols, which gave way to 
the North Semitic, the Canaanite 


to all intents 


(from which Early Hebrew § and 
Aramaic branched, off), upwards 
through Early Greek. Etruscan, and 


Latin, into the present English alpha- 
bet. There are many other offshoots, 
of course, and old alphabets seem to 
have a habit of coming to life agaim 
—not least our own Hebrew today in 


Isracl. Not that Hebrew ever really 
“ died“ like other classical languages. 

The Hebrew written scriptures, 
carefully handed down over the 


millennia from generation to genera- 
tion, not only provided the basis of 
the description of the Jews as “the 
People of the Book,” but also had a 
dominating influence on other peoples. 
Christians, and later Mohammedans, 
came, too, to be known as “ people 
of the book.” largely because of their 
adoption of these scriptures, which, 
for Christians, were directly translated 
into Greek, then Latin, and later into 
the various European languages, and 
for Mohammedans, were adapted to 
a certain degree for the Arabic Koran. 

In this connection, Dr. Diringer, in 
“The Hand-Produced Book,” devotes 
an interesting chapter to his thesis 
* The Book Follows Religion.” There 
is no doubt whatever that the prac- 
tice of religion and the missionary zeal 
that accompanied some faiths led to 
the spread of books, and it is because 


of religious enthusjasm also that 
books, especially, of course, theo- 
logical and liturgical, have been 
preserved in sufficient numbers to 


enable us to see their development. 
Dr. Diringer takes his book up to 
the Middle Ages, and stops short of 
the invention of printing, which led 
to the mechanically produced book.

in the period of the. war of liberation. 
It can now be said, however, that a 
definite change in this respect is to 
be noticed 

Apart from Mbossinson’s novel, 
other novels of last year must be men- 
tioned which deal with the period 
betore the war of liberation. Yoshua 
Bar-Yosef (whose trilogy about Safed, 
“Enchanted Town,” was acknow- 
ledged as being of remarkable quality) 
produced, this year, a book, “ Who 
Siand on the Threshold,” which ts the 
first of a series of novels dealing with 
the period of the genesis of the State 
of Israel. In this volume. dedicated 
to the time of the struggle with the 
Mandatory power, Bar-Yosef makes 
some of the same mistakes as Mossin- 
son. A younger novelist. Shlomo 
Nitzan, tries to describe the same 
period, but his attempt does not brine 
any ‘clear result, and his way is still 
undefined. 

A different and sounder style mani- 
fests itself in the work of the young 
Yemenite novelist, Mordecai Tavis 
the first Hebrew writer of this group. 
His talent js surprisingly free from the 
tendency towards cheap effects which 
is to be found in his fellow-writers. 
While his imaginative power is not 
outstanding, he shows more restraint 
His Yemenite types live in a simple 
emotonal atmosphere which impresses 
by its straightforwardness and 
unpretentious naturalness. Perhaps the 
most promising quality of Taviv is his 
undoubted or:ginality.

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JEWISH BOOK WEEK 
THROUGH the commendable enterprise of 
the Jewish Book Council, the.second celebra- 
tion of Jewish Book Week is being held 
from tomorrow until January 15. The 
inauguration of this event in November, 
1952, was something of an experiment, but 
its success has emboldened its sponsors to 
hope that it will now become an annual 
fixture. A good augury is the fact that it is 
again receiving widespread support in all 
sections of the community. The occasion 
will be generally observed at synagogue 
services tomorrow, when preachers are being 
asked to devote their sermons to this 
inspiring theme. This will form an appro- 
priate commencement to the week's obser- 
vance, for the religious association of books 
is an age-old and fundamental concept of 
Judaism. 

The celebration has been designed to 
cover every aspect of contemporary Jewish 
thought and to extend throughout the entire 
community. The week's programme of 
meetings and exhibitions arranged by the 
Jewish Book Council, in both London and 
the provinces, indicates a rightful concern 
to cater for all sections. and tastes. Its 
underlying purpose is to encourage a popu- 
lar appreciation of Jewish literature so that 
Anglo-Jewry may become far more book- 
conscious than at present. While social and 
philanthropic causes of all kinds command 
the ready and generous support of the com- 
munity, the cultural standards in our midst 
fail to maintain our repute as a people devoted 
to study and learning. 

In the special Jewish Book Week 
Supplement issued with this number of 
THe JEWISH CHRONICLE various related topics 
are brought under -discussion. The coming 
week has been planned to give particular 
emphasis to literary works of the past 
decade. Yet these obviously cannot be con- 
sidered without reference to their historical 
roots and antecedents, for modern Jewish 
writers inherit traditions which reach back 
to antiquity, It is well to be reminded of 
what Jews have contributed to the. basic 
values of human civilisation through. the 
diffusion of the alphabet and the production 
of written books. Attention is rightly directed 
to the distinguished works now being written 
in Israel. At the same time Yiddish literature 
also has its own specific place in the regard 
of many 

it IN Engehsh, however. which will 
naturally be -expected to appeal to the 
majority. of _Anglo-Jewish readers. In 
addition to the established classics, it is 
encouraging to learn how many Jewish 
books in the vernacular have been published 
during recent years and how extensively 
they are spread over all departments of 
literature Even in Britain, which has 
nothing like the material resources of the 
great Jewish population of the U.S.A., an 
appreciable number of important Jewish 
books are constantly being issued. Authors 
and publishers, however, work under con- 
siderable difficulties, and they may justifiably 
claim a far greater measure of support from 
the Jewish public. 

Writers on Jewish themes should never 
be expected—unless they are specifically 
engaged in the strictly limited field of apolo- 
getics and defence-—-to produce books which 
are mere propaganda. The complete free- 
dom and artistic integrity of the creative 
writer must always be maintained, not only 
in his own interests but no less in those of 
the community. Any interference—whether 
direct or indirect—with freedom of thought 

and expression would be alien to the Spirit 
of Jewish literature and of British liberty. 
t the same time Jewish authors who choose 


—as, of course, they are perfectly entitled— 
to write on entirely non-Jewish themes have 
no claim to specifically Jewish support, nor 
should they feel aggrieved at not receiving 
it. Probably more Jews would be encouraged 
to write on Jewish subjects—and more pub- 
lishers to issue their books—if they were 
assured of wider support from the public. 
Primarily, however, the activities of the 
coming week should help to bring home 
what the members of the community them- 
selves stand to gain by buying and reading 
Jewish books. 


TERRITORIAL UNION 


MANY important matters were exhaustively 
debated by delegates from Britain, Israel, the 
Commonwealth, the United States, and 
Western Europe who attended the recent 
eight-day conference of the Zionist General 
Council (Actions Committee) in Jerusalem. 
Of the several noteworthy resolutions adopted 
at the close of what appears to have been 
a fruitful session, none will give greater satis- 
faction to well-wishers of the Zionist Move- 
ment than that calling once more for the 
creation of Zionist territorial unions in all 
countries where they do not already exist, It 
is a proposal which should not only tighten 
up Zionist work in general but should also 
pave the way for increased support by 
unaffiliated individuals and groups who, while 
being sympathetic towards the Zionist 
programme, have hitherto remained outside 
the Zionist Movement. Though strongly 
opposed by Zionist authorities in this country, 
this is a step which has been consistently 
advocated by this paper for a long time. It 
must be obvious that Zionists in the Diaspora 
can best assist the struggling State of Israel 
by co-operating with each other, rather than 
by carrying on what at times appears to be a 
petty internecine warfare, the unhappy con- 
comitant of the perpetuation of the “ politi- 
cal party “ system. The creation of territorial 
unions will not, unfortunately, guarantee that 
the Israeli political party system will cease 
to be paralleled among Zionists in_ the 
Diaspora, but it is encouraging to observe 
that several delegates at the Jerusalem con- 
ference made it clear that they were strongly 
opposed to the continuance of Zionist parties 
outside Israel. The case for the dissolution of 
these groups was well put by a British dele- 
gate, Mr. ALEXANDER MArGULIES, Joint 
Treasurer of the Mizrachi Federation of 
Great Britain, who asserted that party 
pressures had created a sense of frustration 
among all Zionists in the Diaspora; it was 
unnecessary for the Zionist Organisation to 
be a replica of the Knesset and its politics. 
One important advantage of the territorial 
union plan is that it will further more easily 
the idea now propounded by knowledgable 
Zionist leaders, such as Dr. NaHUM GOoLpD- 
MANN, that Jewish non-Zionists be recruited 
to assist Israel politically, morally, and finan- 
cially. There is little doubt that virtually all 
Jews have sympathy for Israel, but if the 
Jewish State is to receive the help it so urgently 
needs, then the Zionist Movement must 
tackle the problem of securing again the sup-. 
port of influential non-Zionists, as in the days 
of the mixed Jewish Agency. The first step 
may well be, as was suggested by Dr. GoLp- 
MANN, the formation in the United States of 
a Jewish Council for Israel as the permanent 
body to implement tasks to be undertaken 
jointly by Zionists and non-Zionists. If 
similar bodies were to be established in other 
countries, the Zionist parties in the Diaspora 
will perhaps decide they can best help Israel 
by agreeing to conduct all their activities 
through their respective territorial unions. 
The formation of territorial unions 
naturally depends on the good will of the 
Zionist groups in each country concerned, 
Such good will appears to be lacking in this 
country. The Actions Committee's resolution 
specifically states that in the event of local 
disputes over the desirability of forming 
such unions, the Executive of the World 
Zionist Movement will be asked to give a 
final decision. In view of the previous attitude 
of the Zionist authorities in this country—and 
it will be remembered that Mr. BARNETT 
JANNER, M.P., the President of the Zionist 
Federation of Great Britain (who on this 
occasion seems to have the support of his 
official journal), told the Jerusalem conference 
that it was unnecessary to change the present 
system because, he contended, the existing 
machinery here was quite effective—it is likely 
that further pressure by the Zionist Executive 


will be required before the Federation agrees 
to territorial union. 


ASSIMILATION IN POLAND 


DOMINATED by self-appointed Communist 
leaders, and cut off from the rest of Jewry, 
Jewish communities in Eastern Europe are 
rapidly heading towards assimilation— 
forcible assimilation. This has been the fate 
of Russian Jewry since the 1917 Revolution. 
Now it seems that the small remnant of a 
Jewish community in Poland has been 
doomed to suffer the same melancholy fate. 
Last week we published statements given to 
the Warsaw Yiddish paper by a number of 
Jewish writers on what they called their 
“ work in hand.” They described the various 
subjects and themes they were dealing with. 
All the statements they made demonstrated 
most clearly how strong Communist pressure 
has become and how complete is the submer- 
gence in Poland of Jewish themes to the 
Marxist and Communist line of _ policy. 
Characteristically, all these writers stated 
that they were working on books purporting 
to show Jewish life as it is in the Poland 
of today and the wonders of building up a 
Socialist State, a theme which Jewish writers 
in the Soviet Union have been traversing 
for some years, with a consequent destruc- 
tion of Jewish culture to an extent heretofore 
unknown in the history of the Jewish people 
in Eastern Europe. Characteristically also, 
the four explained they were preparing new 
works to celebrate the tenth anniversary of 
Poland's liberation by the Red Army— 
another demonstration of Soviet dominance. 
The interviews undoubtedly reflect the 
general line accepted by the creative elements 
in the new Poland, of which elements the 
Yiddish section is a part, subjected to the 
same pressure and the same party terror as 
are non-Jewish Polish writers. In the case 
of only one writer, Jacop ZONSHEIN, Was a 
truly Jewish theme mentioned: a drama on 
the Warsaw Ghetto—but this too seems to be 
directed, as has been the work of other 
Jewish writers, towards showing “ co-opera- 
tion” between the Jewish and non-Jewish 
Left. It is true that these writings are 
all in Yiddish, but it is Yiddishism without 
Y iddishkeit. 


ZIONISTS AND EDUCATION 


Many of the arguments adduced by 
correspondents on the pros and cons of the 
Zionist Federation’s proposal to extend its 
activity in the field of Jewish education 
reveal a misunderstanding of the issues 
involved. It might have seemed that the 
position was this—that the Zionist Federa- 
tion was simply making grants to schools 
to pay for the teaching of Modern Hebrew, 
and that we had suggested that it should 
desist. The teaching of Modern Hebrew, 
which is a natural medium of communica- 
tion between the Jews of the Diaspora and 
those of Israel, is obviously an important 
object for a body such as the Zionist Federa- 
tion, and in pursuing that object it must 
seek to have the language taught to children 
at the earliest possible age. For doing this 
the Zionist Federation cannot be criticised, 
and it is an objects whose pursuit would 
appear to offer ample scope for co-operation 
with existing Jewish educational bodies. 
What might be involved, however, is some- 
thing different, and it is on that possibility, 
already discussed, we believe, in certain 
interested quarters, that we base our objec- 
tion. The possibility is that of making the 
grants subject to conditions detrimental to 
the already constituted educational system. It 
might be, for example, that a general subsidy 
to a few schools (selected by what criteria 
is not certain) would be coupled with a 
demand by the Zionist Federation for the 
assumption of a substantial measure of 
control over those schools and_ their 
curricula (not limited to the teaching of 
Modern Hebrew). The unwisdom of such 
a departure can be seen from two aspects: 
it would involve the Zionist Movement in 
local communal differences, and it would 
involve Anglo-Jewish education in Zionist 
political divisions. If the school chosen for 
a subsidy were connected with the Federa- 
tion of Synagogues, then local J.P.A. stal- 
warts, if they are connected with other 
Synagogal bodies, would be apt to take 
umbrage; and if the Zionist Federation 
looked like making a good thing out of its 
educational ventures, one can guess that the 
Mizrachi, for instance, would not allow itself 
to remain neutral for long. Competition 
doubtless has its good points, but one would 
have thought that Zionists would be too 
keenly aware of the evils of the old “ trend ” 
system in Israel not to pause before becom- 


me too closely enamoured of such an idea 
ere. 
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HEBREW ENCYCLOPEDIA 


Haentsiklopedia Haibhrith [The Hebrew 
Encyclopedia], Volume V,Islamic Art—Arezzo. 
Jerusalem—Tel Aviv.

This present volume, the fifth of the Hebrew 
Encyclopedia, is a worthy companion of its 
predecessors, the fare it offers the reader being 
as varied as it is extensive. Some of the articles, 
such as those on Africa, South Africa, 
Afghanistan, are expanded into small mono- 
graphs, in which all aspects of the subject 
under consideration are treated in a perspicu- 
ous and succinct manner, and very properly 
include reference to the Jews. The description 
of African art, with its many illustrations and 
photographs, is of notable interest. 

Through the exigencies of alphabetical order, 
to which an encyclopedja must be submitted, 
this volume contains a predominance of items 
relating to ancient Greek and Roman history 
and civilisation. All there items are excellent, 
being written very clearly and embodying the 
results of modern research, The article on 
Plato has been composed with great warmth, 
but one misses a reference to the great philo- 
sopher’s abstruse doctrine of numbers. The 
article on Aristotle, though accurate in all its 
details, seems to lack inspiration and js frigid 
in its account of the significance of his philo- 
sophical and scientific ideas. The special section 
on Arisfotle and Jewish medieval philosophy 
would have gained in clarity if it had been 
informed by a firmer conception of the funda- 
mental issues of Jewish and Arabic philosophy. 

As is Customary in the Hebrew Encyclopedia, 
the scientific items are of,a very high standard ; 
they are straightforward, well arranged, and 
informative. The Hebrew is admirable ; the 
scientific terminology, with its adaptation of 
ancient words to modern usage, is a source 
of surprising fascination and enjoyment. The 
value of the Hebrew Encyclopedia as a means 
of spreading knowledge of modern Hebrew is 
indeed jmmense. The Biblical items are of a 
very high quality, too, particularly those of a 
geographical nature which have incorporated 
the results of archzological excavations. In 


contrast with such articles, the items dealing 


with philosophy, literature, and history (with 
the exception of the article on Apologetics) 
seem flat and perfunctory. The article on 
A-sthetics is too compressed. and there is a 
dearth of informatien in the article on Islamic 
Art. Excellently printed on good paper, this 
volume is a pleasure to handle. 


EARLY AMERICAN JEWRY 


Early American Jewry: The Jews of Penn- 
syivania and the South, 1655-1790. Vol. I. 
By Jacop RapeR Marcus. Philadelphia: 
Jewish Publication Society of America. SA.

The first volume of this work, dealing with 
the early history of the Jews of New York, 
New England, and Canada, has already been 
reviewed in these columns. Taken together, 
the two volumes are a positive contribution to 
the hjstory of the Jews in North America, 
invaluable to the student, and of interest to the 
lay reader. Items of local history, usually and 
inevitably more scrappy than the story of New 
York or Montreal, occupy only the first part of 
the new. volume, The later section comprises 
a masterly summary, with commentary, of the 
story of the Jews in North America—apart from 
the Spanish colonies—from its beginning until 
the end of the eighteenth century. 

Dr. Marcus was obviously handicapped in 
his record of the life of the several communi- 
ties. for the material on which he had to rely 
inevitably consisted for the most part of 
trivialities—in many cases merely the com- 
mercial transactions of individual Jews. To 
create an interesting task out of these is far 
more difficult than that of his colleague who 
writes on the history of the Jews in England. 
In the latter case there has been, for the past 


300 years, a community with an internal 


history and also an external one, apart from 
and above what may be termed Jewish 
anecdotage. 

In the colonial States there-was no external 
Jewish history, hardly an jnternal one, cover- 
ing the country as a whole, only a number of 
not always very important or interesting 
incidents in small provincial communities. It 
is probably on thjs account that Dr. Marcus 
has adopted two styles of expression——the one, 
easy going, hardly in place in a serious histori- 
cal work: the other fully appropriate to the 
thoughtful essays on what may be termed the 
philosophy of Jewish history as illustrated by 
the record of the Jewish settlers jn North 
America. Most valuable of all is the chapter 
“ Acculturation,” in English “ Assimilation,” in 
the second part of this volume. In these 20 
pages are sketched clearly and impressively the 
course of assimilation among the Jews of North 
America as a community. Naturally, the 
reader comes across in these pages several 
names familiar to the student of Anglo-Jewish 


history, for, during the first century of its . 


existence, North American Jewry was a part 
of British Jewry.

Whose ts the blame ? One wonders 
whom to put in the box first. There 
are the parents who in practice have 
thrown overboard traditional 
observances but at the same time pro- 
fess to adhere to the code they have 
in fact discarded ; who foster the sly 
hypocrisy of “we are Orthodux, but 
cannot afford to close our shop on the 
Sabbath “: whose supposed Judaism 
culminates in touching wood on cer- 


tain occasions and yelling “ mazel- 
tov". when the glass cracks under the 
canopy.. [he true traditionalists are 


honourable, and so are those who have 
the courage and consistency of the 
practical refashioning of their pattern 
of life . but every unsatisfied, persistent 
questioner points un accusing finger 
at a lying elder, one who professes one 
thing and does the other. 

And then there are the teachers, wno 
dare to ignore the real position around 


them. In North-West London I know 
of a headmaster of a cheder who 
every Sunday morning, after the 
assembly, organises a Tsitsit Parade. 
And woe to the child who dares to 
admit : “ Please, Sir, | never wear it.” 
If he believes all that ensues, he will 
grow up to believe that his father, 
grandfather, friends, relatives, are un- 
Jewish, wicked. abominable (because 
they don’t wear it either); that eating 
this and wearing that makes or mars 
a Jew, that this is the crucial test, the 
end-all of Jewishness. Judaism comes 
to mean for him-—and for all the rest 
of the grinning little witnesses in the 
hall-——a grand, glorious Tsitsit Parade, 
far divorced from all that really 
matters in life and death. 


“ Religious Insensibility 


However wondertully our ministry 
were trained, however perfect their 
individual humanity——-how could they 
offer the answers if the minds of the 
guestioners are doped battered 
into religious msensibility 

It might be held that it must neces- 
sarily be so; that the rabbi cannot 
give a different answer if he is to be 
a true interpreter of the Jewish past 
and all its accumulated values; that 
whatever he says or, for that matter, 
writes must be studded with quota- 
tions like a cake with raisins or a 
Law Report in THe Times with legal 
references, else he flouts Authority. 
And if it is true—as many of us doubt 

-that this relaying of the past into 
the present 1s the sole job of the 
minister, one must ask, “Is that 
tradition such that it Aas, if searched, 
the answers -to our questrons ?” 
| ooking at the practice, at the actual 
manner of doing so at the moment, 
the reply seems No. 

But if one bothers to go further 
and Jook behind that veil of muddled. 
essentially frightened, and doctrinaire 
legalism which drapes the stall where 
Official Judaism seems to be up for 
sale. he will find that wealth of truly 
religious, because ethical, answers 
which alone can offer true satisfaction 
to ever new problems. [Ihe answers 
are there and. as long as we go for 
them persistently enough and open- 
mindedly enough, we are bound to 
find them in the end. 
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A MANCHESTER SCRAP-BOOK

N January 17 the Board of 
Deputies, for the first time 
in its long history, is 

holding its “statutory” monthly 
meeting in the ‘provinces. It 1s 
appropriate that Manchester should 
be the community so honoured, 
and not only because, for the 
first time, a Jew is Lord Mayor ot 
that great city, and its neighbouring 
borough, Salford, has a Jew as 
Mayor. 

It was Manchester that gave the 
Board the first provincial Deputy to 
hold honorary office. This was in 
1917, when the late Nathan Laski was 
elected Treasurer, The first provincial- 


born President of the Board came 
also from Manchester, in the person 
of H. S. Henriques, K.C,, elected 


in 1922, as did the second provincial 
President, Neville Laski, Q.C., elected 
in 1933. 

It may be of interest to recall 
some other leading figures in Man- 
chester’s communal history. 


Spiritual Leaders 


To start with the city’s spiritual 
leaders, the Manchester Great Syna- 
gogue was unique in having had only 
two ministers for nearly a century. 
The first. Professor S. M. Isaacs, for 
a time divided his duties between 
Liverpool and Manchester, until 1863, 
when he chose to stay in Manchester. 
He died in 1878 and was succeeded by 
Rabbi Dr. B. Salomon, who died in 
offiee in 1928. Throughout Dr. Salo- 
mon’s ministry he was, as the MaAn- 
CHESTER GUARDIAN wrote on his 80th 
birthday, the voice of Manchester 
Jewry, and unquestioned through all 
these years as local Jewry’s official 
spokesman. But the general respect in 
which he was held was also due to 
the harmonious relations between all 
sections of religious opinion, proving 
that sincere Orthodoxy and sincere 
Reform could work side by side. 

His Manchester colleagues included 
Lawrence Simmons, the beloved 
minister of the Reform community, 


forgotten, 


who was wont to attend the Great 
Synagogue on the second day ol 
Festivals, ‘and whose last wish was 
that his Orthodox colleague should 
perform the last rites over him); the 
unassuming but popular figure of 
Judah Henriques Valentine, minister 
of what was then the only Sefardi 
congregation outside London; and, in 
South Manchester. Isidore Simon, a 
man of strong principles and a great 
supporter of Zionism in its early days. 
He was the father of two distinguished 
sons, Maurice Simon and Sir Leon 
Simon. Both sons were scholars of 
the Manchester Grammar School, a 
school which has contributed quite a 
number of leading members of the 
London community—one need only 
mention Israel Cohen, Sir Simon 
Marks. Il. M. Sieff, George Webber, 
Louis Golding, Sidney Salomon, and 
Vivian Simmons. 

We must not forget a distinguished 
group of rabbis: the names of Rabbi 
Yoffey and Rabbi Dagutsky come 
immediately to one’s mind. Something 
of the calibre of the religious leaders 
in Manchester during this period can 
be thus gauged. 

An liemasiivs footnote that might 
be added here concerns. one of the 
more recently created congregations, 
Higher Broughton, which had as. its 


first minister a young man, the Rev 
4. Cohen, who today ts Dr. A. Cohen, 


the first member of the Jewish clergy 
to become President of Jewry’s repre- 
sentative body. He was succeeded at 
Higher Broughton by another young 
man, Mr. B. B, Lieberman, who, 
leaving the ministry for the law, is 
now Treasurer of the Board. 

The Manchester community was no 
less rich in lay workers. It must. be 
unique for a provincial community, 
and in an age when honours were not 
given too freelv, to include in its 
ranks a baronet and two knights. 
The late Henry Rothband was given 
a baronetcy for his practical sugges- 
tion of the King’s Roll, now almost 
under which employers 
undertook to employ a percentage of 
disabled ex-soldiers. His brother-in- 
law, Charles Mandleberg, was knighted 


for political services, while in_ the 
neighbouring borough of Salford, 
Isidore Frankenbere. Mayor for three 


vears. received the same honour for 
his activities in social work. 

In the commercial world no firm 
stood higher than that of S. L. 


Behrens & Co., the head of which was 
Edward Behrens, whose youngest son 
married the only daughter of the first 


Lord Rothschild, while another son, 
Harold’ Behrens. includes today the 
Presidency of the Jews’ School among 
his many activities. The managing 
director of the firm was E. H. 
Langdon, brother of Mr. A. M. 
Langdon. K.C.. who, after being 


Recorder of Salford. became Director 
of. Legal Studies at the Inns of 
Court. 


Fought for Jewish Hospital 


Another prominent figure was Dr. 
Charles Dreyfus. He was a man of 
strong character: the founder, in face 
of much opposition, of the Manchester 
Jewish Hospital ; and one of the early 
supporters of Dr. Chaim Weizmann, 
whom it would not be improper to 
claim as part of the community, for 
it was his residence in Manchester 
which made contact with Mr. A. J. 
Balfour. M.P. for a local constituency, 
so much easier. Though Dr. Weiz- 
mann seems to have forgotten many 
of his Manchester supporters in his 
autobiography, he properly refers at 
length to that dear old man, Joseph 
Massel, and the young men, Simon 
Marks and I. M. Sieff, who, with 
Harry Sacher, then a leader-writer on 
the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, made 
Manchester a happy home for him. 
And at the University, where Dr. 
Weizmann did so much brilliant work, 
was that outstanding figure in the 
world of philosophy, Professor Samuel 
Alexander, the only Jew to receive the 
Order of Merit. 

One recalls. among other strikin 
figures, the tall, saturnine figure a 
M. S. Bles, a magistrate and Dutch 
Consul, progenitor of a famous pub- 
lishing house, with his Mephis- 
tophelian moustache and imperial ; 
Barrow I. Belisha, one of the earliest 
protagonists of the Manchester Ship 
Canal, who preferred to visit his

JEWISH LIFE IN 
MEXICO 


Vital Educational System 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Between 80 and 90 per cent of 
Jewish children in Mexico City go to 
Jewish schools, Mr. Avram Green- 
baum, a teacher of the Yavne Jewish 
Day School in Mexico's capital, told 
me in an interview. 

There were six Jewish day schools in 
the city, Mr. Greenbaum said. His, 
which was an Orthodox establishment, 
was supported by the Ashkenazi kehilla. 
It had 650 pupils, who were taught 
religious and secular subjects. Their ages 
ranged from three, in the kindergarten, 


to 17 or 18, when a number went to the 
universilics, 

Mexico had about 20,000 Jews. he 
went on. The communitics in the capital 


comprised Ashkenazim, Sefardim. and 
two distinct congregations of Oriental 
Jews—the Aleppo community (ultra- 
Orthodox) and the Damascans. 

As an organised body Mexico Jewry 
dated back only about 30 years, but 
records showed the existence of Marranos 
in Mexico at the time of Cortez. early in 
the sixteenth century. Among those burnt 
at the stake im the -middle of that cen- 
tury had been Sefior Carvajal. 
Governor of Nuevo Leon, who perished 
because of his “ rewdaisation.” Near 
the town of Pachuca, not far from the 
capital, there existed a village named 
Ventapricta, which comprised § several 
thousand Marrano Mexicans. These Jews 
had retained their identity over the cen- 
turies, refusmg to intermarry or to work 
on the Sabbath 


Yiddish Papers 


Mr. Greenbaum stressed the 
tance.of the Yiddish language as a factor 
in the life of Mexicos Jewry. Ihe 
Yiddish papers, Der Wee and Dit 
SrimMer, Se said. were publ) shed two ofr 
three times weekly, and the communities 
published two weekhes in Spanish. There 
was a Sirong Zionmst consciousness and 
proportionately the contributions of 
Mexican Jewry to Israel compared 
favourably with those of other countries.

Sir.—-In his article on “Group 
Identification.” last week, Mr. Pugh 
has brought a certain clarity to basic 
issues. His last paragraph especially 
leads to the posing of two basic ques- 
tions: (a) Can I as a feeling and 
thinking Jew “identify myself with 
a genuinely full sense of satisfaction 
with the Anglo-Jewish community in 
its present condition? If not, why 
not’ (b) If not, have I the will to 
survive Jewishly? Why should | 
want to”? And by what means ” 

If the answer to the first was “ yes.” 
then the whole problem of the Persisient 
Quesiioner would not have arisen. But, 
as Rabbi Rosen pointed out the othe 
day. our community is al present 

crumbling.” ~The synagogue ts in a 
state of pernicious anaemia. while the 
Zionist Movement, which is determinedly 
irying to capture must necessarily 
believe in the liquidation of the Diaspora, 
though it may succeed in. having the 
opposite effect. For the average Jew 
his “ identity hangs on the shoelace of 
charitable endeavour. The youth activ- 
ies you mention are interesting signs. 
but puny in relation to the forces ol 
disintegration. 

Mr. Pugh’s answer to the second ques- 
tion is naturally a qualified “No.” Yet 
there are both negative and posiiive 
reasons for the will to Jewish survival. 
despite the. genuine difficulty the Persisient 
Questioner finds in identif¥Ving hiniscl! 
with a community which lacks the 
dynamic and cementing action of a firm 
central tradition. For the “ P.Q.” tends 
to be the man who lacks roots. But al 
a certain point he must, for his own 
good, stop asking so many questions and 
begin to establish decp roots in the right 
soul.

until the fierce iusion fades. 

As | see ut. ihere can be no shirking 
of the realisation and acceptance of the 
validity of 4,000 years of tradition, the 
essence and justification of whch its 
the Torah: and its teach:ngs are peculiarly 
dependent on being realised in the totality 
of the community of Isracl. There ts at 
present a colossal ignorance of the 
immense power for good which operates 
through the Torah, but, at last, 1 seems 
to me that the tmpetus of the sheer 
reaction of modern gencrations against 
their forebears ts lessening. The fabric 
of continuity with the past has been rent 
too violently. 

{in his recent article Professor Bent- 
wich revealed his elemental Jewish con- 
sciousness when describing his feeling of 
deep Jewish humanity im the solemn 
assemblies on Rosh Hashana and Yom 
Kippur, and agaim when attending Chas- 
sidte synagogucs Tiberias, His 
examples are significantly those of strong 
community feeling raised to a pitch of 
intensity by common bonds of holy 
devotion 

It is surely authentic moments such as 
these that should inspyre in the Wesiern 
Jew the will to create or rather be in 
readiness for the. re-creation of an 
environment where such feelings can 
sanctify the bread and buiter of daily 
life (irue individualism is not, as so 
many Westerners assume, that of the oui- 
sider or rebel. but of those who are 
able to draw rich inspiration and expres- 
sion from their mtimacy wiih = 
fellow -creatures). 


This brings me to the necd for a vast * 


extension of deeper Jewish awareness if 
the community, to be met by the intensif- 
caution of Jewish education, especially in 
the matter of day schools. The answer 
to the crv of ghetionation hes Dr. 
Rahin’s recent figures for Hebrew know 
ledge— an all-time low. 

The revelation to Jeremiah, Before 
formed thee in the belly I knew thee.

Sheffield Decision 


To the Editior of Tue Jewisu Curonici: 


Sirn,—At a recent committee meet- 
ing of the Harry Benson (Sheffield) 
Branch of the British Legion, your 
leader under the heading ~ Ex.

REMOVAL OF BAN ON SPINOZA 


Mr. Ben-Gurion’s Demand 
Criticised 
To the Editor of THe Jewtsu CHronicie 


Sin.—I quivered when I read (in 
THE Jewish CHRONICLE of last week) 
of the demand made by the former 
Israeli Prime Minister to revoke the 
decree of excommunication pro- 
nounced on the philosopher Spinoza 
by the Jewish community of Amster- 
dam on July 27, 1656, for holding 
heretical views. And you, Sir, add in 
your leader the following remarkable 
Statement: . for in this [demand] 
he shows his attachment to traditional! 
Jewish values.” The meaning of 
which I must admit I do not under- 
Stand, 


I wish only to ask a question of the 
former Prime Minister, hoping my words 
reach him, through the medium of vour 
journal, in his newly established home. 
Mr. Ben-Gurion is known the world over 
not only as a politician, philosopher, and 
a great Strategist, but also as a man who 
Studied, and [| know still studies, the 
Talmud. He knows the well-known dictum

Beth Din may not nullify the decisions 
of another Beth Din unless it surpasses 
it in wisdom and numbers.|] 


Who would declare himself greater in 
wisdom than the court which pronounced 
the ban upon Spinoza and therefore 
revoke that ban? And is there any 
justification for revoking it? Were the 
heretical utterances he publicly made 
retracted by Spinoza? On the contrary. 
in his books, especially in his ** Tractatus 
Theologico-Politicus,” he reiterated them. 
There he belitiled the leadership and the 
greatness of Moses. while he glorified 
Christianity and its founder. (There are 
Various reasons which prevent me from 
adding quotations, but they are well 
known to all students of Spinoza and 
certainly to Mr. Ben-Gurion.) 

Spinoza was excommunicated because 
his ideas were, and still ate, dangerous 
to Judaism. Mr. Ben-Gurion knows 
Spinoza’s philosophy is recognised already 
by all great philosophers, and | only wish 
he would explain for what purpose he 
Suggests revoking the excommunication. 
Whom would he please? The Orthadox 
type of Jew? No, for they still hold his 
views to be contrary to Jewish belief. 
Ihe non-believing Jew? They were not, 
and are not, affected by the ban on him. 
1 am convinced and trust that Mr, Ben- 
Gurion, who has ‘assured for himself an 
indelible place of honour in Jewish 
history by his courageous act of pro- 


claiming the Jewish Static, will reconsider 


his suggesiion in the light of Spinoza’s 
attitude to Judaism. 

It is, | think, the opinion of all of 
us who respect Israel, that everything 
possible should be done to enhance 
everything coming from Israel. But Mr. 
Ben-Gurion’s proposal may cause a 
changed attitude. Does Spinoza deserve 
to have removed from him the spiritual 
caStigations which he was given a chance 
to avoid? In spite of that he adhered 
to his heretical ideas We know a verse

Sirn,—Of those visited the 
Jewish Agency Hebrew Seminar on 
Sunday, December 26, how many, I 
wonder, shared my feeling of wistful- 
ness at the sight of the spacious and 
dignified building and grounds belong- 
ing to the’ Froebel Educational 
Institute ? 

While I rejoiced that the Institute's 
students should enjoy so delightful a set- 
ting. I could not help thinking how sad 
it was that our own community could 
not produce something comparable in 
which to train its Hebrew teachers. There 
was an added poignancy in the know- 
ledge (referred to in your report) that 
a Jew—the late Dr. Claude Moniecfore- 
had been generously associated with the 
Institute's foundation.

Then. indeed, could i 
be said that the Jewish community had 
approached one of its most compelling 
problems with vision and imagination.

JewrsH CHRONICLE, which, through 
the thoughtfulness of 76-year-old Mrs. 
Florence Benson, now hangs in its 
own frame in the front office of this 
newspaper, | was surprised to find no 
mention of women or their activities 
anywhere in the paper. 

“ Our litth unpretending periodical,” 
in its leading article over 112 years ago, 
expresses the hope that it “ will find its 
way, alike, to the fireside of the humble, 


ihe luxurious drawing-room of the 
affluent, the closet of the student, and 
the approbation of the world.” From 


this it may be inferred that women may 
have occasionally glanced at the journal

in 1841 without finding much of specific 
interest to them, 

The organ of Anglo-Jewry at that time. 
together with our communal and spiritual 
leaders, appeared to ‘subscribe to the 
traditional belief that marriage was the 
only reputable vocation for a woman, 
and was doubtless fortified by the adage, 
“ The wisdom of woman is to be found 
only in her spindle.” 

Financial necessity or a niggling desire 
for a measure of independence did, how- 
ever, impel some women into occupa- 
tions outside the home, as is evidenced 
by some of the paper's advertisements 
of the 1850s and 1860s. For instance. 
one learns that Madame Rutten, of 64 
Berners Street, W.1l. has modes, particu- 
larly millinery, which are “ patronised by 


the heads of the Hebrew ladies.”’ She 
manufactures mourning dresses, crino- 
lines, petticoats, and stays of every 


description, and her wedding dresses are 


after the newest Parisian and London 
fashions! She also makes flowers fo; 
bonnets, from 10s. 6d to £5—a price 
fit for a crowned head in those days—in 
fact, “in a word, all that a Lady could 
desire for her Toilette is manufactured 
by Madame Rutten.” 

Miss Lavinia Bertran’s select juvenile 
classes for dancing, deportment, and her 
celebrated callisthenic exercises have just 
Started up at her residence, 29 Tavistock 
Place, and the Misses Alexander “* beg 
to remind their friends and the public 
that they still contimue to receive boarders 
at their old-established house” in the 
Sirand—* omnibuses to all parts every 
five minuics.” Mrs. Hart, too, respect- 
fully informs travellers from the Con- 
tinent and the provinces that she has 
handsome furnished drawing-rooms and 
bedrooms for a few select boarders.

While it is sad to reflect that one of 
such young and tender years should be 
secking employment, the versatility of 
this accomplished |2-year-old must surely 
command admiration!

F course, you noticed that we 
closed our Fund for Jewish 
Child's Day a week ago. My

Many years ago there was a very 
wonderful lady who gave a great deal 
of thought to the plight of little Jewish 
children. She saw that numbers of 
mothers had to go te work and that 
little children who were too young to 
£0 to school would be neglected in the 
day time. This -lady, Mrs. Alice 
Model, wanted to help these mothers 
very much She therefore established 
a jewish Dav Nursery. where little

children from 2 to 5 years of age could 
be brought early in the morning and 
remain until the mothers returned from 
work. lt was a wonderful success, 
the children were happy and content. 
while’ the mothers were pleased thal 
their little ones did not run into 
danger. Later, the name of the Jewish 
Day Nursery was changed to com- 
memorate that great lady who gave 
so much of her time and money to 
make others happy..and the nursery 
is now called the Alice Model 
Nursery. 

If you happened to be in the neigh- 
bourhood of Stepney about eight 
o'clock any morning, you would be 
able to see the mothers wheelmg or 
carrying their babies into the nursery. 
Here the children are warmly wel- 
comed. and given breakfast The. 
play just like your baby brothers and 
sisters. .and at midday they have ‘ 
short refreshing nap. Early in the 
vening, the mothers come. to take 
them home, and the children some- 
times have to be persuaded to. leave 
their bright nursery. 


Bonny Babies 


There are 40 to 50 children brought 
every day to the nursery, and the 
watchful care and love they get helps to 
make them bonny babies. Every Friday 
afternoon before they leave for their 
own homes. they watch one of, the 
nurses light the Shabbat. candles and 


hear the words Paw Sw 3 pr? In. 


Not only is Shabbat a weekly event 
for these youngsters but every Festival 
is celebrated in some way, so that very 
early in their life the children ‘have 
seen the Chanucah dights and know 
when it is Purim or Pesach, They are 
shown the Jewish way of life just as 
if they were in their own homes. — It 
is a real home in every sense of the 
word, 

Once a year in the summer, the 
children have a week at the seaside, 
and enjoy the delight of walking on 
golden sands and paddling in the little 
pools, But just as with everyone, big 
and small, it is the sands that are the 
wonderful attraction of the holiday. 
How eagerly they let the sand trickle 
through their fingers or laboriously 
fill the tiny pail with the golden grains. 
Just imagine the thrill of it to a child 
living in the heart of the East End. 

Now I want to ask you whether 


‘ou would not like these children to 
have this wonder on their doorstep. 
Unfortunately we cannot bring the sea 
to them, but we can build sand-pit 
and let these youngsters play happily 
every day init. Isn't this a wonderful 
suggestion I do hope you think so 
and will let me know by responding 
quickly to this appeal, so that we can 
have the sand-pit built very soon. 
When spring comes it will be the 
greatest attraction for them. Ask your 
mothers and fathers if they remember 
how they subscribed for some little 
basins for the bahies of those days 
Alas! the original nursery was 
destroyed and a new one had to be 
built. I would like to think we have 
given a permanent pleasure to these 
tots,

TRAVEL NOTES 
Paris Week-end 


By “Green Flag’ 


Paris, no matter how often I refer to 
it, continues to be a subject of consuming 
interest to those who read my weekly 
chats. Last week I flew over the city 
in the new Air France “ Viscount” ser- 
vice. The apparent contradictory state- 
ment, “Fly British by Air France,’ 
turned out to be perfectly explicable. 
There is a reassuring sense of personal 
security travelling in a magnificent, super- 
speed, British-made aircraft, serviced by 
the courteous personnel of Air France. 

Belicve it or not, it took me _ five 
minutes longer by coach to London Arr- 
port from Waterloo Air Terminal than 
for the actual flight from Heathrow to 
Orly Airport, near Paris. The “ Vis- 
count,” a turbo-prop machine, with four 
Rolls Royce engines, flies at 310 miles 
an hour. Our flying ume was 56 minutes. 

The Air France kasher food box pro- 
vided a light and satisfying midday meal, 
but the other passengers, many of whom 
were my coreligionists, seemed hugely 
to enjoy the non-kasher feast provided 
for their delectation. They were cating 
and. drinking——a fine vintage of Mercic: 
champagne—during the entire flight; 
indeed. some missed the dessert because 
of the ‘plane's speedy arrival. 

At Orly I was met by Ai France 
senior officials and taken to the huge 
séction containing new aircraft of many 
iypes recently purchased from Britain and 
America. Apart from Viscounis, 
there was quite a flect of Lockheed 
“Super Constellations (the British 
“Comets” bought by Aw France were 
all out on long-distance service flights). 

Ihe aircraft: chosen for my imspection 
was the “Golden Parisian,’ recently 
introduced on a night flight to New 
York. The interior looked more like an 
hotel than an airplane, contamimg as it 
does many rooms fitted with double 
beds and every possible amenity for 
clegant living. | was, not surprised to 
hear that bookings are exceptionally 
heavy. despite the necessarily extra, but 
not unreasonable, small additional chat 
A prominent Air. France executive, M. 
Michel de Villeneuve, outlined to me his 
companys development plans for 1954. 
After confirming that kasher food will 
be supplied on all flights to Orthodox 
passengers. provided 48 hours’ notice 1s 
given, M. de Villeneuve paid trbuiec to 
the work of the head of the Air France 
organisation in London, Mr. Jack Bam- 
ford. who, you will recall, has taken 
particular interest in Air France flights 
to Isracl.

By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 
Some knowledge of the Hebrew 
language was “absolutely vital” for 
people planning to settle in Israel. 
declared the Hon. Edwin Samuel, 
when he and Mr. J. Levitsky, Director

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MOTORING NOTES 


By our Special Correspondent 


Number plates may now have silver- 
erey figures as an alternative to white. 
This clarifies the position created by 
the recent ruling by a Glasgow court 
that aluminium figures were not white 
and were, therefore, iliegal. 


The war-time regulations forbidding 
a car facing oncoming traflic from park- 
ing at night-time has been made per- 
manent. After dark. drivers must pull 
up on the nearside or turn the car round. 
This common-sense rule is often ignored. 
bul stricter enforcement now seems likely. 

Flashing light direction indicators are 
now permitted as an alternative to sema- 


phore arms, Indicators may now be 
fitted on the side of the car. or at front 
and rear. Flashing indicators can be 


incorporated in side and tail lamps. and 
make it unnecessary pierce those long 
slots which weaken the door pillars. They 
serve equally well tor home and export, 


and will Save money for the 
manufacturers. 
Some of the money might well be 


applied to fitting switches which flash 


the headlamps at night. For 20 years or 
more it has been illegal to sound the 
horn late at night in built-up areas, but 


with the exception of the Rover company 
the British motor mwndustry docs not seem 


to have heard about it. Most Con- 
unemtal manufacturers fit finger-tip 
triggers. or wire up the button in the 
centre of the steering wheel, so that 
drivers who are running on side-lamps 
only can flash their headlamps when 
approaching a road junction or over- 
taking. 


British Railways and Townsend Ferries 
have cut forcign travel costs for owners 
of small cars, with a new rate of £4 
to carry a car across the Channel. This 
applies to all car ferry services, including 
Dover-Osiend.. On passenger steamers 
the new minimum is £6 10s. All cars 
with a wheelbase of 7ft. or less are 
eligible. including Austin AO. Standard 
Fight. Triumph Mayflower, and Renault 
750. but classification by . wheelbase 
creates strange anomahes. The Morris 
Minor and 2CV Citroen do not qualify 
for the cheap rate. but the Triumph 
Mavflower, a longer, wider, and heavier 
car does.

EGYPTIAN BLOCKADE 
OF SUEZ 


Complaint to U.N.

JERUSALEM 
The Israeli Foreign Office will 
shortly lodge a complaint with the 


United Nations Security Council 
against Egypt's continued interference 
with Israel-bound shipping in the Suez 
Canal. 

Isracl will request action by the 
Security Council. lis communication 
will refer particularly to the. Council's 
resolution of September 1, 1951, which 
called on Egypt to fulfil its international! 
obligations and to cease all interference 
with commercial shipping in the Canal. 

It will point out that since the adop- 
tion of the resolution the Egyptian 
authorities have intensified their blockade 
and that foodstuffs are now among the 
commodities confiscated by the Egyp- 
tians. [It will be remembered that 140 
tons of meat being carried to Israel from 
Eritrea in the Itahan ship, Franca Maria, 
was last month seized by the authorities 
at Port Said.

WHY ARABS WILL NOT MAKE PEACE 
Mr. Bevan’s Address to Knesset Members

JERUSALEM 

Mr. Aneurin Bevan, the British 
Labour leader, who with his wife, Miss 
Jennie Lee. crossed into Israel on 
Monday after a two-day stay in 
Jordan, told Knesset Members, at a 
reception here that the Arabs did not 
want peace with Israe! because they 
did not think it possible to reach 
agreement with such a dynamic State ; 
because they believed their economic 
boycott would ruin Israel; and 
because they were certain that Israel 
would expand its frontiers, 

The existence of the Arab refugees. 
Mr. Bevan said, was one of the main 
obstacles to peace, and their continued 
presence along the borders constituted 
an ever-present danger. 

He confirmed that General Naguib had 
told him recently in Cairo that he 
lthe General] did not want a new war 
with Israel. The General, he added. had 
expressed the opinion that only a crazy 
man. would start a war in the Middle 
East—which would inevitably develop 
into another world war. 

Speaking of Suez, Mr. Bevan said that 
General Naguib had told him that 
Britain's use of the Canal Zone was not 
for a defensive purpose only but was also 
intended as a threat by the West as one 
arm of a possible pincer movement 
towards Russia. 

Addressing a closed mecting of the 


Political Committee of Mapai, at Tel 
Aviv on Wednesday night. Mr. Bevan 
declared that he did not believe that 


Isracl’s security would be menaced by 
Britain's departure from the Canal Zone. 
Mr. Bevan added that General Naguib 


had told him that he did not believe 
that an Anglo-Egyptian agreement vuld 
have a direct bearing on Arab-Isrjelj 
relations, but the climate would be bette; 
—an opinion which, said the Lahou, 
leader, was shared also by the Jordanians 
Naguib, he went on, had “ dished oui the 
old propaganda,” agreeing that the 
were entitled to a National Home with ou 
seeing why it had to be in the Middle 
East. It was hopeless to attempt to 
explore a general settlement as lone 
as the Arabs were legitimately inflanyed 
by British illegal occupation of the Suc; 
Canal. 

Mr. Bevan is also reported to have 
told the Israelis that he did not share 
the view that the Siate’s safety depended 
on the presence of British troops in the 
Canal Zone. British troops were ther 
now, he pointed out, but there was no 


free passage through the Canal fo 
Isracl-bound shipping. 

He went on to say that the Arab 
States were in a feudal condition and 
might collapse in the event of an 
emergency.

Proposals put forward to deal with the 
crisis include new elections and. the 
establishment of a Government-appointed 
Council, The Cabinet realises, however, 
that these measures could bring only 
temporary relief and that the situation 
will not improve unless steps are taken 
to promote the economic development 
of the capital. 


DIFFERENCE BETWEEN 
JEW AND ZIONIST 
Ben-Gurion Seeks Clarification 


JERUSALEM 

Following his message to the delegates 
of the Zionist Actions Committee last 
week in which he expressed the view that 
Zionism must mean personal aliya, other- 
wise there would be nothing to distin- 
guish Zionists from other Jews concerned 
with the welfare of Israel, Mr. Ben- 
Gurion, in an article in the paper Davar 
this week, states: “‘ Dr. Goldmann. at 
present the. recognised leader of Diaspora 
Zionism, should have given a clear reply 
to the Actions Committee. the Jewish 
nation, and every Zionist to the ques- 
tion: what is the difference between any 
Jew,and a Zionist ?” 

Mr. Ben-Gurion adds: “ Goldmann 
cannot just turn back -to Zionist history 
and the part it played before Statchood 
The important part played by American 
Jewry during recent crises in the rela- 
trons between the Istaeli and the U.S.A. 
Governments,” he said, “again raised 
the question: what is the difference 
between a simple Jew and a Zionist ?”—

EFFECT OF ISRAELI 


Tet Aviv 

From an Official Israeli Treasury 
circular to all authorised dealers in 
foreign currency it is now apparent 
that the new exchange measures 
announced last week constitute an 
important step in the de facto devalua- 
tion of Israeli currency to a rate of 
1£1.8 per dollar. 

While the official rate will be based 
on I£!l per dollar instead of I£!1 per 
$2.8, the rate of I£1.8 per dollar will 
now, in fact, be applicable to all foreign 
currency transactions in Israel (including 
those by Government departments which 
were previously granted favourable rates) 
except the following: 

Foreign exchange proceeds from the 
sale of diamonds will still be exchanged 
at a rate of per dollar; 

Foreign currency accruing from fund- 
raising and contributions by organisa-

tions, public bodies, funds, etc., will be 
exchanged at the rate of [£1.3 per dollar: 
Foreign currency will be allocated at 
the new official rate of I£1 per dollar 
for many essential imports, including 
grain, flour, meat, cattle, milk products, 
eggs, fresh fruit, vegetables, fodder, fruit 
juices, fuel, asphalt, sulphur, pyrites, oil- 
seeds, undistilled oils, seeds and other 
raw materials for the production of edible 
fats, rough diamonds, carobs, butane, 
various fertilisers, insecticides, medicines. 
and books. 

All the new rates are still described in 
the official circular percenta 
premiums above the official rate of £1 
per dollar. The old rates of I£1 per 
$2.8 and I£1 per $1.4, which are now 
officially abandoned, were already in 
practice obsolescent, with the former 
used only for imports of certain essential 
foodsiufis and the latter in complete 
disuse.—(Reuter)

EXPLOSIONS IN EAST END

The front of a Jewish-owned shoe shop 
in Whitechapel Road. E., was blown in 
by an explosion early on Wednesday 
morning... This was one of a series of 
underground explosions which occurred 
in various places in the East End. A 
London Electricity Board official later 
Stated that the explosions were probably 
due to fuses blowing. 

Mr. Moss Medway. of the Medway 
Shoe shop, told me that after flames were 
seen coming out of the ground there 
occurred a tremendous explosion.  Fire- 
men who had heen called to the scene 
were blown across the road and were 
fortunate to escape with only cuts and 
bruises. Two Jewish couples, Mr. and 
Mrs. S. Simmons and Mr. and Mrs. S. 
Nadel, living near the shop. were blown 
out of their beds by. the force of the 
explosion. 
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
